The difficulty, as you can imagine, is 
in getting all the vehicles together at once. 
Obviously we prefer doing direct c ompar- 
isons whenever possible. 

Since we don’t expect to be able to do 
the comparison test you requested, we'll 
answer your questions to the best of our 
recollection: 

-We prefer the Greyhound Bus for 
long-distance touring because of its great 
range on a tank of fuel, its considerable 
passenger space and the ease with which 
it reaches chain coffee Shops. 

-For urban driving, it’s a tossup be- 
tween the Hop Rod and the Maserati 
MT-3 

—Without doubt, the Mercedes GT has 
the most appreciated impact on the envi- 
ronment. 

-Although we haven't seen the 1974 
Goodyear Blimp just yet, we assume there 
will be little change as this vehicle is 
peculiarly suited to the federal and state 
bumper regulations.

No-fault Victims 


I read with interest Tom Lankard’s 
article ““No-Fault Insurance” in the 
March 1974 issue of R&T. No-fault ex- 
emplifies the “no-risk” society that many 
do-gooders espouse these days. Un- 
doubtedly the driver of a surplus Sher- 
man tank would receive his medical 
coverage al next to no cost, considering 
his invulnerability. 

My primary concern is the effect of 
the no-fault concept on motorcycle in- 
surance. Some 75% of all motorcycle 
accidents involve cars or trucks, the cy- 
clist having even more of a disadvantage 
than the compact car driver. Because of 
this risk factor it is usually stated that 
present premiums will be increased some 
five or six times. As my annual cycle 
premium on a 197] BMW R75/5, with- 
out medical coverage, is now $180 it is 
apparent what this ultimate cost could 
become. 

R&T readers who are also cyclists 
should therefore be aware of the Hart- 
Magnuson no-fault insurance bill (Sen- 
ate Bill S.354) now before the U.S. Sen- 
ate. In the states where no-fault is pres- 
ently in effect. motorcycles are exempt 
from coverage. However, in its present 
form S.354 also applies to motorcycles. 

It seems to me that at this time in our 
history, when the entire world is entering 
the first Stage of a petroleum shortage. 
the use of motorcycles should be en- 
couraged as an economical, fuel-saving 
means of alternate transportation. Yet 
this proposed legislation would discour- 
age thrift and relegate the motorcycle 
to the role of a rich man’s toy.

A good young driver 
with plans for the top

ORMULA | AND ultimately the World Championship are the goals for nearly every 
Fh ecce- -racing driver who embarks on a professional driving career. For all 

those dreamers the chance of getting there is slim; for most impossible. But 
for a few who possess that rare combination of talent, ability, the luck to be at 
the right place at the right time, an image that can be promoted and personal or 
sponsor-provided money. there is a way to the top. Going into only his fourth season 
of racing, Hurley Haywood is obv iously one of those driv ers with a chance. 

Hurley. a bachelor, is 25 years old although his boyishly handsome face might 
easily belong to a lad of less than 21. In three seasons of professional racing he 
has amassed an impressive record of wins and high finishes. His personal fortune 
is sizable. Lump it all together and you have one of the strongest contenders for 
stardom to come along in quite a while. 

He is also in a controlled hurry to get to the top. Haywood will grudgingly admit 
that there is enough money av ailable to let him skip the intermediate steps along 
the way and buy right into a Formula | team, but that isn’t the way he wants to 
do it. 

“I want to be respected as a driver when I go to Formula 1.” he explains. “If 
you buy a ride you can't expect to get equipment as good as the team’s hired driver 
has. So youre in Formula | but you're plodding around. That’s not the way to 
do it.” 

The right way, he feels, is to make a mark in this country first: to become a 
driver a Fl team will want. 

Haywood’s driving career started on gymkhana and slalom courses in Jacksonville, 
Fla. in the late 1960s. In 1969, just before his 21st birthday, he asked Peter Gregg 
to prepare a Porsche 911S for SCCA B Production racing. When the car was ready 
Gregg decided to offer a little extra assistance: he took ‘Hurley to Savannah (Ga.) 
International Raceway and in a concentrated 8-hour session taught Hurley the basics. 

“Hurley was a good road driver to begin with,” Gregg explains. “On the track 
he learned quickly and was very smooth.” That was the start of an association that 
continues today. A few weeks later Hurley had only a pair of SCCA regional races 
to his credit when Gregg asked him to co-drive a 911S in the Championship of 
Makes race at Watkins Glen. A hastily obtained NASCAR Grand National license 
was used to get an FIA license, and Hurley was suddenly a professional racing driver. 

“I was terrified at the Glen, running with Porsche 917s and Ferraris, but we won 
our class.” 

After a year in Viet Nam, Hurley returned to the States in 1970, had Gregg prepare 
a Porsche 914-6 and at Peter’s suggestion went IMSA racing. They shared expenses 
and the driving chores, won three of six races and shared the GT Championship. 
In 1972 they followed the same basic plan—with Gregg also running the Can-Am—and 
Hurley was solo winner of the IMSA GT championship. The pair were again class 
winners at Sebring. 

Last season Hurley went into the Can-Am on his own. He organized a team and 
bought the Porsche 917-30 Gregg had used the year before. and when all was said 
and done he had finished 3rd in the Championship behind Donohue and Follmer. 
Besides that he again co-drove with Gregg in a Porsche Carrera and together they 
won the Daytona "24 Hours overall, a remarkable performance. 

At this point in his career it would seem Hurley faces two problems: one 1s simply 
gaining enough experience to develop into a mature driver, the other casting off 
the reputation as Peter Gregg’s co-driver. The first problem should disappear after 
another few seasons, but the second problem is less easily solved. 


“Hurley’s career is dichotomous.” Gregg explains. “He’s a successful Can-Am driver ®—>

and he’s Peter Gregg’s co-driver. Right 
now he’s probably better known as the 
latter.” 

As a co-driver Gregg says of Hurley. 
“In qualifying I’m always a bit faster 
than Hurley, but qualifying is an art in 
itself. Some of the best drivers in the 
world never catch on. But in the race 
our lap times are usually within fractions 
of each other. I couldn’t ask for a better 
co-driver.” 

When you watch him drive it is ob- 
vious that Hurley has a lot of ability, 
and when you talk with him about racing 
it is equally obvious he understands 
himself and what going fast is all about. 

“The Can-Am last year was important 
in proving my ability to myself and 
others. Some said I would be a menace 
in a turbo Porsche. I wasn’t. If I ever 
make a bad mistake, then I will have 
to question my own ability. So far I 
haven't. 

“In racing you have to be aggressive, 
but you have to use common sense, self- 
control and patience. The instant reflex 
is not always the best way to react. You 
have to be able to assess the courses of 
action available and then select the right 
one.” 

Hurley has appeared on a couple of 
Most Eligible Bachelor lists and, for the 
time being at least, much prefers to 
maintain that solo status. Although he 
was raised and private-schooled in the 
Chicago area, an apartment in Jackson- 
ville is home now; and contrary to the 
normal expectation of a swinging- 
bachelor image, Hurley prefers to stick 
pretty close to home. 

His hobbies are “Any outdoor sport, 
especially tennis and horseback riding. 
And cooking. Jennifer Gregg, Peter’s 
wife, taught me to cook when I moved 
into the apartment. I’m pretty good with 
a frying pan.” 

Speaking of cooking, there’s an old 
piece of racing philosophy which con- 
tends that to win, and win consistently, 
a driver must be hungry. Hurley’s 
grandfather, Edward Hurley, invented 
the washing machine and developed the 
principle of pneumatic tools, which led 
to the founding of the Thor Power Tool 
Co. (now Skil). So Hurley is certainly 
not hungry—at least not in the sense of 
needing racing successes to put food on 
the table. But there’s another kind of 
hunger—the insatiable desire to win, to 
be the best. 

The Can-Am this year may well be 
his chance to firmly establish himself 
outside the shadow of Peter Gregg. 
Those things will be obvious. Less easily 
detectable will be that hunger to succeed. 
But if he gets to the top—and the odds 
say he could—that will be proof.

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time you read this the oil embargo 

will have been lifted, Arab produc- 
tion of oil will have been restored to last 
years level and we'll be able to get 
gasoline without waiting in long lines 
again. Of course, the price of a gallon 
is going to be a lot higher than it was 
before the big event—many readers will 
have seen prices approaching 80¢ and 
I wouldn’t be surprised if that’s the norm 
by the end of the year. What remains 
to be seen is, will the doubled price 
have much effect on national con- 
sumption once the supply is again 
plentiful? 

I have my doubts but wouldn’t 
be dogmatic about it at this point. 
But this is why I proposed a system 
of taxation on new cars based on 
their fuel consumption (as mea- 
sured by a standard method) in 
the February issue. My feeling is 
that we'll need more than just 
expensive fuel to suppress car size 
to a reasonable level in this 
country. We'll see. 

During the energy shortage 
there was a tremendous market 
swing toward “small cars.” I was 
criticized by some readers for my 
taxation proposal on the grounds 
that it was designed to force peo- 
ple into noisy, uncomfortable little 
buckets, and in reading newspaper 
and newsmagazine articles, 
watching television and listening 
to radio reports I began to see clearly 
that when Americans think of smaller 
cars they think only of small cars. For 
a great proportion of the public there 
are only large cars and small ones, and 
the shortage meant giving up the comfort 
of their Impalas and LTDs for the cramp 
and noise of a Vega, Pinto or VW Beetle. 

That's not what I had in mind at all, 
and most regular readers of R&T proba- 
bly realized this. What needs to be 
trimmed away is the excess size and 
weight of American cars—that which 
does nobody any good. Consider the 
“average” big domestic sedan: it’s about 
220 inches long and 80 in. wide and 
weighs close to 4500 Ib. Inside it there’s 
reasonable, but not expansive, space for 
six people—or five if there are individual 


T ALL GOES as expected, by the 


front seats. And the trunk is very large. 
Certainly it’s a very comfortable car and 
a quiet one; Americans have good rea- 
son to appreciate and covet these good 
qualities. 

But for contrast consider the large 
European sedan, for example the Volvo 
164E. It's only 192 in. long and 67 in. 
wide, and it weighs more than 1000 Ib 
less. And instead of the typical 10 mpg 
the giant American sedan gets, the Volvo 
and its European competitors will do 
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around 16 mpg in the same sort of use. 
That’s 60 percent better! 

And the Volvo is essentially as roomy 
as the American sedan. Its seats are not 
as wide, no, and up front it seats only 
two people because it has individual 
seats. But its headroom and legroom are 
fully comparable and its trunk is vast. 

How does the Volvo get all its room 
into such a compact package? Partly by 
not having unnecessary stretches of body 
length and width. Look under the hood 
or inside the fender wells of that big 
American car and youll see caverns of 
unused space: you'll search in vain for 
these in a European sedan. And the 
Volvo is taller: it takes advantage of the 
unlimited upward space available and 
provides extra interior dimensions by 


seating its occupants relatively upright. 


The Volvo is 2% in. taller than a 
Chevrolet Impala, for instance. 

Now consider what has been sacrificed 
in going from 125 square feet of au- 
tomobile to 90, from 4500 Ib to 3200 Ib 
and from 10 to 16 mpg. You've given 
up one passenger position—which the big 
car may not have had anyway. And for 
the middle passenger in the rear seat 
you've given up some elbow room. And 
the Volvo, though very quiet, isn’t as 
hushed as the typical V-8 Amer- 
ican sedan. But the point is that 
no serious sacrifices have been 
made. Very, very few Americans 
ever use that 6-passenger capacity. 
And the Volvo has been designed 
with great attention to crash safety, 
so in no way could it be accused 
of being “unsafe” because it’s 
compact. 

My proposal to tax cars accord- 
ing to their fuel consumption, 
then, was aimed at merely trim- 
ming away the fat that’s typical 
of our domestic cars. As long as 
fuel was cheap and plentiful there 
was no national incentive to make 
our cars conservative of resources; 
now it isn’t and the incentive is 
there. My concern was and is that 
simply doubling the fuel price 
won't do the trick and that the 
taxation system is needed to speed 
the process. 

Once the majority of Americans 
have experienced roomy, compact cars 
they'll also finally realize that such cars 
are superior—not just a tolerable substi- 
tute. They'll be able to maneuver their 
cars better in traffic. park them easier, 
get by with smaller garages. Less space 
will be set aside for parking cars in urban 
and suburban areas. The advantages to 
trimming cars are legion; the disadvan- 
tages—well. I can’t think of any. 

Trim, roomy cars are already on the 
way from U.S. carmakers, thankfully. 
They're coming in the back door, so to 
speak. Ford and Mercury were preparing 
a new, larger car to replace the present 
Maverick and Comet—an “upgrade” of 
the traditional sort—but now the old 
Maverick and Comet will continue and 


the new cars will be introduced separate- > 
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ly this fall. They’re angular, handsome 
and—for American cars—trim, being less 
than 200 in. long and offering interior 
space on the order of the Volvo’s. GM 
may have something new in the same 
size category next year too. 

As with other areas where Americans 
can easily cut their waste of energy, we 
can have our roomy, comfortable and 
quiet cars with far less fuel consumption. 
All you have to do is take a look at 
current Volvo, BMW, Audi and Mer- 
cedes sedans to prove it. 


Rumor Mill 


M*™ RUMORS this month, both happy 
and sad. Porsche enthusiasts will 
be happy to hear that the turbocharged 
911 Carrera shown at last fall’s Frankfurt 
Show (December 1973 R&T) is going 
into production late this year or early 
next year and will be imported into the 
U.S. Let’s hope the crisis speed limit will 
have been lifted by then. 

The sad note is that Ford is giving 
up on the Pantera. Next year is when 
it would have had to meet the full state 
and federal bumper tests—S5 mph into 
the immovable barrier with no damage, 
plus repeated blows from the weighted 
pendulum at standard heights from the 
ground and at the corners. The Pantera’s 
nose and tail would have had to be 
completely redesigned to accomplish this 
gracefully, and Ford decided its small 
market didn’t justify the cost of the re- 
design work. A handsome prototype with 
the necessary changes had already been 
built, but it was the dollar signs that 
forced the decision. 

Other Ford news, from an indepen- 
dent observer there: the 302 (S-liter) V-8 
is going into the Mustang for 1975. That 
should put about 60 percent of the 
weight on the front wheels! There'll be 
a 2.8-liter V-6 in the Pinto chassis, which 
does sound nice. And there’s a smaller- 
than-Pinto car with front-wheel drive to 
come from Ford in the next two years. 
All of these are merely rumors, you 
understand. 

What happens to Ghia, the Italian 
bodymaker that became Ford’s entire 
operation in that country after De To- 
maso left the organization, is uncertain. 
Ghia has done some design work for 
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recent Ford production models like the 
Mustang and the new top-line European 
Granada mentioned in the Capri II fea- 
ture in this issue, but we don’t know what 
other projects are in store for this re- 
spected company. 

Our Chevrolet informant has some 
surprising gossip from that division: that 
the Cosworth Vega will die after the 
initial batch of 1000 units is built. A new 
small V-8 under development at 
Chevrolet is destined to replace the 
high-output four. Said informant also 
says the Wankel is dead because GM 
can’t get the fuel economy it wants—even 
more of a surprise if true. It’s general 
knowledge that GM has delayed its in- 
troduction to work some more on fuel 
economy, but it seems to me to make 
little sense to scrap a car (the Wankel 
Vega) because of fuel economy that’s 
still much greater than that of most cars 
GM builds. This informant, however, is 
usually right. 


The Bricklin 


— A new American sports car 
in the works, to be introduced about 
the time this issue is printed. It’s called 
the Bricklin, for its backer Malcolm 
Bricklin, and will be produced some- 
where on the North American continent 
but not necessarily in the U.S. 

It'll be an American-scale car—rather 
large—and is a fastback 2-seater with 
huge impact bumpers. The engine is by 
American Motors and the chassis is quite 
conventional, with a live rear axle. We 
had hoped to get a detailed story on the 
car in time for this issue, but the Bricklin 
people are withholding the car from the 
press until they're actually in production 
with it. 

Fair enough. We've seen far too many 
exciting cars that never made it into 
production after their introduction fan- 


fare. So if and when you read a story 
about the Bricklin in R&T it'll be based 
on an acquaintance with an actual pro- 
duction model. 


100,000 Miles 


eras: THE mileage we've come to 
expect from a well maintained Amer- 
ican car engine, and a Shell Oil survey 
of 1052 cars of 1968-1973 vintage that 
had been driven 100,000 mi bears out 
the expectation. Shell surveyed cars in 
its own fleet, all domestic models rang- 
ing from compact to large, and found 
that 92 percent of them had never had 
Major engine repairs. All used Shell 
multigrade engine oil, changed at an 
average interval of 3500 mi. 

Shell also contracted with an 
independent research laboratory to test 
25 similar cars with 100,000 mi or 
more—actually up to 173,000 mi—of 
normal usage. These cars were driven 
to San Antonio from cities across the 
country for the tests and before they 
were tested given complete tuneups and 
a general checkup. Then they were tested 
for road horsepower, acceleration and 
fuel economy. The results were very 
good—fuel economy was about as good 
as when the cars were new, road horse- 
power ranged right up to 100 percent 
of new-car value and acceleration was 
correspondingly good. 

Shell’s point, naturally, is that careful 
maintenance of a good engine (primarily 
regular oil and filter changes) gives it 
an excellent chance of getting past the 
100,000-mi mark without any major re- 
pairs—and of running well even with 
that many miles on it. 


The 240Z Abroad 


osc CLEVER and deservedly popular 
sports car has been with us more 
than four years now, so it came as a slight

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surprise to see the West German maga- 
zine Auto Motor & Sport testing it for 
the first time in its January 19, 1974 
issue. But the Z-car was designed pri- 
marily to be sold in the U.S. and many 
other markets have had to wait for it. 
AM&sS points out that of the 6000 ex- 
amples built monthly, 5000 go to the 
U.S., 500 go to other export markets and 
500 stay home in Japan! 

It has become the 260Z now, but the 
car remains basically the same and the 
comments of this leading European mo- 
toring magazine published in the land 
of the fastest driving were interesting. 
The Z is no more a perfect car than any 
other designed by mortals, but over the 
years we've found it a remarkable ex- 
ample of good value for money in the 
context of the American market and 
driving conditions here. How would it 
fare in Germany's market structure and 
under the strain of unlimited-speed 
highways? 

In Germany its price situation isn't 
quite as favorable as it is here. It costs 
virtually the same as the Alfa Romeo 
2000GTV, which is about $1000 higher 
here, and is about 65 percent as expen- 
sive as a basic Porsche 911 instead of 
50 percent as here. It’s sold in Germany 
with chin and tail spoilers, not surprising 
with the need for high-speed stability 
there, a 5-speed gearbox and simpler 
bumpers. 

AM&sS found the 240Z’s strong points 
to be its engine performance, safe han- 
dling qualities, precise steering, good 
brakes and effective heating system; its 
weak points were difficulty getting into 
Sth gear, gearbox noise and hard spring- 
ing. The test report mentioned average 
workmanship, body resonance from the 
tires, good seating position but only 
average seats, and flexible torque deliv- 
ery from the relatively large, low- 


specific-output engine among its specific 
opinions about the car. 

It seems, then, that the magazine's 
opinion of the car is pretty much the 
Same as ours—generally positive—and 
that the Z is a reasonably good car for 
German driving conditions. 


German Driving Conditions 


HEN THE energy shortage broke out 

West Germany, like most countries 
affected, hastily imposed an emergency 
speed limit where there had been 
none— 100 km/h (62 mph) on its famous 
Autobahn system. I’ve driven many 
thousands of kilometers on these roads 
at speeds from 100 to 130 mph and enjoy 
them immensely, although I'd have to 
admit it takes an extremely alert attitude 
and experience well out of the range of 
what most Americans get to do it safely. 
In general the Germans like their fast 
driving too, and the 100 limit caused 
quite a ruckus in the country—according 
to some reports the biggest domestic 
quarrel in years. 


At this writing the controversy in West 
Germany's upper house of parliament 
appeared resolving itself into returning 
to the previous unlimited speed. Several 
limits had been proposed for going into 
effect after the petroleum shortage was 
over—and indeed it never really devel- 
oped in the country—with 120, 130 and 
140 km/h (75, 81 and 87 mph) all being 
considered. Surveys showed the public 
in favor of a limit or against it, depend- 
ing upon which survey it was, so it must 
have been a pretty close issue. 

Let’s hope our speed limits, already 
low before the energy shortage, return 
to normal quickly after the “crisis” is 
over—which should be about the time 
you read this.

Exploring the question 
“Are sports cars really sportier?” 
with three good examples of each 


cars—at least at moderate price levels—were being neglected, 
were falling behind in development. Perhaps the factors men- 
tioned above had much to do with this; but there were other 
reasons too. Most sports cars had been open roadsters, and 
the overall market for folding-top cars was steadily declining; 
hence carmakers were reluctant to pour much development 
money into new ones. And the country that specialized in these 
open sports cars—Britain—had an almost moribund automobile 
industry, to put it bluntly. Even if the market for open cars 
had been flourishing it’s unlikely that Britain would have done 
much about it. Whatever the reasons, cars that were fine sports 
cars and really offered something to justify the appellation when 
they were new—the Austin-Healey 3000 of 1959, the Triumph 
TR-4 of 1961, the MGB of 1962—were allowed to stagnate 
technically or, in the case of the Austin-Healey, simply die when 
government regulations began to appear. The traditional sports 
car stuck to tradition and began to lose its advantages, while 
sedans acquired independent rear suspension and overhead-cam 
engines (to name a couple of the reasons). 

By the early 1970s, then, there was little reason left to buy 
one of these roadsters except simply to have a roadster, for 
the latest European sports sedans delivered more sports-car 
qualities for the money and the new sporty coupes from Ger- 
many and Japan could give them strong competition at lower 
prices. Here are some sample performance figures from 1972 
and 1973 to prove the point, with the cars arranged here in 
approximate ascending order of price: 


0-60 mph, Stopping from Cornering,

Obviously three sets of numbers don’t describe the characters 
of a group of cars, but our objective measurements and subjec- 
tive impressions of cars led to the same conclusion: that at 
least in the low and middle price ranges the sedans and sporty 
coupes were giving the sports cars a hard time. 

We decided, then, that it was time to get together a group 
of today’s sports cars and sports sedans at several price levels, 
test them at the track, drive them on the road and find out 
just how they compare with each other. We’d pick one of the 
lowest-priced sports cars, one at the next price level, one at 
the next and one at the top; then a sports sedan to match with 
each at its price level. And we decided to pick one of the best 
of each kind at each price step: the object was to assess the 
capabilities of each type at its best. 


Choosing the Cars 


A THE lowest price level there are only two sports cars: the 
MG Midget and the Triumph Spitfire. The Spitfire costs 
a bit more, but our recent experience with both indicated that 
it was more than worth the extra money and it had been 
considerably improved when the 1500 version was introduced 
last year. As the table above shows, there were two good pos- 
sibilities in sports sedans, the Toyota Corolla SR-5 and the 
Chevrolet Vega. Both makers call their offerings “coupes,” but 
we classify the Vega Notchback a sedan and the SR-5 body 
is little different from its 2-door sedan sibling. Anyway, we 
selected the Vega Notchback because of its superior handling 
and asked Chevrolet Division to supply the sportiest thing they 
could build for $3100, a price chosen to match the expected 
1974 Spitfire’s. 

At the $4000 level there was again no difficulty in picking 
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the sports car: it had to be the brand-new, mid-engine Fiat 
X1/9, as nothing else at or near the price comes close to it 
in the state of the sports-car art. And for a sedan competitor 
it was also no problem choosing: the Audi Fox/VW Dasher. 
Mechanically almost identical, the front-drive Fox and Dasher 
are super-efficient in their use of space for people and fuel 
for miles; they’re quick and meant to be driven fast. No sedan 
would be a better match for the light, miserly little X1/9— 
though the Mazda RX-3 must be mentioned as offering a lot 
of performance (albeit with more thirst) at a lower price. 

The next price step that produces anything new and inter- 
esting in a sports car is to about $6000. Here the Jensen-Healey 
and the Porsche 914 2-liter are closely matched, the Healey 
offering more power and the Porsche better workmanship. But 
since the Healey was conceived as a modern interpretation of 
the traditional sports car, it was the natural one to choose. And 
its opposite number just as certainly had to be the BMW 2002tii, 
that aggressive little 2-door sedan from Munich. 

Sorry to say, we couldn’t get our fourth pair of cars together 
in time for this test. We first chose the Porsche 911 and Jaguar 
XJ12, which at about $12-13,000 are surprisingly well matched 
in acceleration, braking and cornering power (provided the 
Porsche doesn’t have Michelin tires). It was no problem getting 
the Porsche, but Jaguar’s 1974 models still hadn’t arrived when 
we were gathering the cars. Another excellent sedan choice 
would be the BMW 3.0S (actually the only large sports sedan 
available with manual gearbox), but we couldn’t get one of 
these in time for the test either. We’re thoroughly familiar with 
all these cars, however, and will have some remarks about them 
toward the end of this test. 

Some words of explanation about the cars’ prices: all the 
as-tested prices include dealer preparation except the VW’s for 
which it is not a standard fee; VW leaves this up to the dealers. 
It’s probably on the order of $50-60. The Vega was the most 
heavily optioned car of the lot; its equipment is described in 
the section on it and the Spitfire. Neither the Spitfire, the Dasher 
nor the X1/9 had options of any consequence. The BMW had 
metallic paint and tinted glass, the Jensen a tonneau cover and 
an AM-FM radio plus its California emission-control equip- 
ment. 


Spitfire 1500 vs Vega LX 


HE SPITFIRE is the most traditional sports car of the three 

we tested, its basic design going back 11 years, but it was 
updated last year with a larger engine (which essentially restored 
performance to pre-emission-control level) and a wider rear 
track to go with its previously improved rear suspension. Rear 
suspension had been the Spitfire’s worst feature: derived from 
the humble little Herald sedan, now deceased, it was by old- 
fashioned swing axles that made the Spitfire rear end all too 
eager to get up in the air and slide. (As a British motoring 
magazine said, “Hark! The Herald Axles Swing!”) Today the 
Spitfire still has the swing axles, but they’re sprung by a clever 
transverse leaf spring part of which is free to rock in its mount- 
ing; it thus offers little resistance to body roll. That’s how swing 
axles must be tamed, and it means most of the roll resistance 
is at the front and the front tires do more than their share 
of the work. But with the optional radial tires the Spitfire can 
now generate a lot of cornering force. 

This year’s Spitfire is a little different from last year’s. Big 
rubber “rams” with lots of boiler-plate backing them up add 
6.2 in. and 35 |b to the car in meeting the latest government 
bumper regulations by the crudest possible method, and up 
front there’s a chin spoiler under the bumper. Except for the 
ugly rams the Spitfire is still an attractive car—inside as well 
as out, with its handsome vinyl upholstery and a real wood 
dash panel. 

But what we wanted to see was, how much fun is it to drive? 
As with all the other cars in this test, we headed for our favorite 
winding 2-lane highway, which is virtually free of traffic during 
the week and climbs up through coastal foothills to about 2600 
ft elevation. Down went the Spitfire’s top, and soon we were 


reminded (after an initial leg of freeway) that once you're away 
from all that noisy urban-suburban traffic an open car is still 
great fun. The sound and feel of the wind, the purr of the 


exhaust, the feel of a light sports car—all wonderful, even if 


the machinery isn’t very sophisticated. And you don't have to 
go very fast to enjoy yourself. 

Not that you’d want to in the Spitfire anyway. It’s short on 
power, so you have to work the engine very hard to go fast. 
And, as we found in the car we borrowed for this test, on 
the Spitfire’s standard bias-ply tires the handling is still some- 
what disturbing. Bias tires are more sensitive to camber than 
radials, and with them there’s still a twitchy initial oversteer 
effect when the Spitfire is first headed into a corner. Fortunately 
it doesn’t progress into violent final oversteer, but this car made 
us realize just how important it is to order the radials (an extra 
$50) on the Spitfire. Without them it can’t hold a candle to 
the Vega in handling. The cornering capability given in the 
table below, therefore, is for our previous test car—with ra- 
dials—but since the slalom test was only recently added to our 
test routine, we had to do it on this car. As you can see, the 
results aren’t impressive; oversteer did get the best of us when 
we tried to go faster. 

In other sporting matters the Spitfire wins and loses. It'll 
stop relatively quickly from 80 mph, but from the more usable 
speed of 60 it takes a fairly long distance; brake fade is about 
equal with the Vega’s. Its shift linkage is rather awkward, with 
a leaned-back lever, but though it was also very stiff-acting 
on this car we recall that it limbers up with use. Like a proper 
traditional sports car, with the oe up the Spitfire is a cacophony 
of noises at speed and it rides plenty hard. An optional hardtop 
is available to quieten it and make it more weathertight. 

The Spitfire can be ordered with an optional ($197) overdrive, 
which is controlled in the best way—by a switch right on the 
gearshift knob. The OD doesn’t affect the Spitfire’s performance 
figures, but it should put fuel economy in steady highway 
driving over 30 mpg and it certainly makes the car quieter 
and more relaxed at anything over about 50 mph. 

But the Spitfire isn’t at its best at high speeds. It’s better 
to think of it as sporty around-town runabout or a machine 


for enjoying leisurely top-down driving on a country road. In 
that context it can be a lot of fun. 

As we drove out that country road in the Spitfire, working 
rather hard with it to see what it'd do, the Vega was following 
closely behind, its driver quite relaxed. But this was the V ega 
at its best; the table below shows that this Vega, with its optional 
handling “package” and wide radial tires, will just match the 
Spitfire with radials in steady-state cornering power. 

The Vega was very cleverly equipped. It was the LX version, 
which has a pleasantly appointed interior, and besides the 
handling options had the 85-bhp engine, 4-sp gearbox, 3.36:1 
“performance” final drive, 2-position front seatbacks, extra 
instrumentation (nice round gauges including a tachometer) and 
a few minor items. It came to $3055 at the factory and it would 
be difficult to imagine a better all-around sports sedan at that 
price in today’s market. 

That aluminum 4- cyanies Vega engine is still noisy—actually 
noisier than the Spitfire’s!—but it sounds a lot better at high 
revs than early ones did. Despite this year’s heavier bump- 
ers—our car weighed an alarming 2560 lb—the test car was the 
quickest Vega we've ever tested, although of course not the 
most economical, and it handily out- accelerates the Spitfire. 
It also has a good 4-speed g gearbox, although its linkage is also 
mediocre; not only are its motions somew hat awkward but the 
lever clanks as you use it and there’s a lot of free play in its 
action. 

Nor is the Vega’s ride very refined, but its handling on a 
smooth road most definitely is. Getting out of the Spitfire and 
into the Vega—and we think this contrast would hold with 
radials on the Triumph, though to a smaller degree—we knew 
we could go a lot faster with complete confidence. And, na- 
turally, in a lot more comfort. Surprisingly, the Vega’s steering 
was even lighter, although it’s nowhere near as quick as the 
Spitfire’s. 

The extra weight is getting to the Vega’s brakes, though. They 
take fully 55 Ib for a “4g stop—that’s heavy—and now fade 
somewhat more than with last year’s test Vega. We didn’t find 
them to be any problem in our brisk driving, but some people 
may find them disturbingly heavy underfoot, especially if 
they've faded a bit. 

Other points for and against the Vega are: excellent heating 
and ventilation, equally excellent seatbelts ( guides for the iner- 
tia-locking shoulder straps on the seatbacks aid access to the 
rear seat); poorly designed and located controls, especially the 
floor headlight dimmer and dash wiper-washer switch, and poor 
rain traction from the Goodyear radials. 


And what’s the conclusion here? If you want wind around 
your head, get the Spitfire; if you want the better machine, 
get the Vega. 
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Fiat X1/9 vs Dasher 


Sora FIaT’s specifications or details may not be traditional, 
but it’s a classical sports car in that it’s low and intimate, 
fast-looking and open. Well, not open in the sense of the 
Triumph or Jensen-Healey, but it has a lift-off fiberglass roof 
of the sort that seems destined to typify most new open sports 
cars of this decade. 

Its advanced layout, with an inline 4-cyl engine set sideways 
behind the two passengers, provides it with a much more com- 
fortable cockpit than the Spitfire’s despite its shorter length— 
and a bit more trunk space as well (split between two compart- 
ments). 

With the ultramodern mechanical package and super-stylish 
body, it’s no surprise that at a comparable price the X1/9 has 
less straight-line performance than the Dasher. Like the Vega, 
the Dasher-Audi Fox series is going to be produced in much 
larger quantities than its sports-car price equivalent and should 
be able to offer “more car” for the money. So we'll say mght 
off that the X1/9 is a low-powered car—virtually a standoff 
with the cheaper Spitfire. But Fiat has made it a car in which

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using the full potential is a pleasure, for its litthe engine 1s 
smooth and quiet. In fact, the whole car is surprisingly quiet 
for such a small sports car and it is noticeably quieter than 
the Dasher. 

Another carmaker likes to characterize its cars as having 
chassis faster than their engines. That would sum up the X1/9 
perfectly, for its chassis is so good its engine could hardly ever 
get it into trouble. In working our way up that curvy, hilly 
road with the Fiat’s top off, we enjoyed a purring exhaust note 
and handling so good it left us babbling. Look at that cornering 
capability in the test data: it’s nght up there with the likes 
of a Porsche 911 with Michelins (our Fiat had Michelin XASs) 
and better than the Jensen-Healey. Its steering is super-light 
and wonderfully quick. And, perhaps best of all in this period 
of tight fuel supply, you can have all this fun in the X1/9 
while getting about 30 mpg. 

On the uphill portion of our twisty run the Dasher had the 
edge on the X1/9, however. Its noisy engine is strong, and 
though with its front-wheel drive it can nowhere near match 
the X1/9 for cornering bite the power more than makes up 
the difference when power is needed. Going downhill, though, 
the X1/9 could leave the Dasher comfortably behind. Not 
intimidatingly mind you, but decisively. 

But this brings up one of the most interesting points in this 
comparison. True, the sports car of this pair has a lot more 
cornering power. But the sedan is no slouch; even with fwd, 
which often means excessive understeer for this kind of driving, 
the Dasher does not understeer badly and it can be tossed about 
to the great entertainment of its driver. It has a level of perfor- 
mance and handling that few American drivers have the skill 
to exploit, frankly, so the X1/9’s keen edge on it is probably 
not going to give the average driver an advantage over an 
expertly driven Dasher. 

The Dasher’s engine is part of the fun. Driven hard, it sounds 
virile and—as we said—provides lots of performance. It’s also 
extremely economical for such a performer, and in this sort 
of driving the Dasher or Fox owner should get at least 25 mpg. 

Although the Dasher’s brakes are capable, they rank among 
the noisiest we’ve ever experienced. And as their stopping 
distances from highway speeds aren’t exceptional, they have 
to be counted as a minus for the Dasher, although they're at 
their worst at low speeds. This car was engineered by Audi 
and Audi doesn’t have a very good record with brakes; the 
100 was notorious for its brake troubles. Other troubles too, 
we might add—carburetion particularly, and the Dasher had 
its share of this. 

One of our test drivers pointed out after our drive in the 
Dasher and X1/9 that the Dasher would lose a lot of its perfor- 
mance and handling if it were loaded to capacity (it carries 
five people and plenty of luggage). True enough, but this isn't 
the condition in which most of us attempt our more spirited 
driving. The Dasher can lead a dual life—as a highly enjoyable, 
sporting car for one or two people and as a family workhorse 
with adequate performance and comfort. It is, by the way, much 
roomier and better-riding than the Vega despite being shorter. 
narrower and 450 Ib lighter. But at $1000 more it had better 


be superior! 7 

We're not going to give you such a firm conclusion here. 
With the exception of the Dasher’s brakes, both cars are fine 
machines. The Dasher has it over the Fiat in performance, the 
Fiat over the Dasher in handling and braking; but the level 
is high for both. The sports car is sportier but the sports sedan 
iS sporty indeed. 


Jensen-Healey vs BMW 2002tii 


FTER A long lag between its introduction and the beginning 
of production and another lag between initial production 
and any noticeable quantity of them on the streets, Jensen- 
Healeys are now coming off the assembly line in Britain in 
goodly quantity and are seen fairly often in areas where sports 
cars are popular. And the quality level seems to have improved: 
it was terrible in the early examples. 

To briefly recap the Healey’s background, it is the product 
of British engineering and American finance. Kjell Qvale, long- 
time importer of British cars into the U.S., keenly sensed a 
loss when the Austin-Healey was discontinued and set about 
creating a successor for it. Logically enough, he hired Donald 
Healey to oversee its development; and his group purchased 
the Jensen company, a small specialty-car builder in Britain. 
The car was designed to use major mechanical components 
available from other makers: a new Lotus engine, a Sunbeam 
gearbox and Vauxhall suspension, brakes and steering. All this 
was put into a unit steel body-chassis to produce a more modern 
version of the traditional British sports car—traditional in that 
it has a front engine and rear drive, a live rear axle and a 
folding fabric top; modern in that its components are from 
contemporary sedans. 

We (and others) have said before that the J-H’s Styling is 
a disappointment; it doesn’t look modern and it doesn’t excite 
the visual sense in any way. Aside from this the car is a perfectly 
nice sports car, fully competitive with any other sports car near 
its price—such as the Porsche 914, which may be more modern 
but isn’t pretty either. The Healey has received a facelift this 
year: a chrome strip added to the side, various other small 
exterior changes and cockpit changes consisting of fake wood 
and a redesigned central console. You can now get a tan interior 
as well as a black one; our test car had this and it was quite 
attractive. 

Surprisingly, in view of the much better folding tops that 
have been available from other manufacturers for years, the 
Healey’s is old-fashioned British—difficult to fold and not a 
very good fit when raised. But get that terrible top down and—as 
with the Spitfire—on the right road you rediscover the joys of 
open motoring. The exhaust note isn’t particularly interesting. 


but as with most open cars the other mechanical noises disap- 
pear into the general wind rush and the lucky driver and 
passenger can exult in the scenery and motion. 

In the Healey, the wind and scenery don’t have to compensate 
for poor machinery: its handling fully justifies the term sports 
car. The steering is light (with a little less road feel than we 
like) and quick. There’s plenty of cornering power and the car 
responds to the steering so naturally that one hardly thinks 
of oversteer or understeer. This showed up not only on the 
winding road but in our slalom test, which the Healey nego- 
tiated effortlessly and fairly quickly. (Not as quickly, however, 
as the X1/9 or Dasher, but understeering cars like the Dasher 
do uncommonly well in this test.) For all its good handling 
the Healey also rides well and, despite its live axle, isn’t unduly 
disturbed by rough pavement. 


The Healey’s brakes also do quite well, in both stopping 
distance and fade resistance, although the test car we borrowed 
for this work developed a strong pull to the left on hard braking 
soon after we got it. Another element essential to enjoyable 
sports motoring is a responsive gearbox, whether manual or 
automatic. The Jensen’s is a 4-speed manual and works well 
in all normal or brisk motoring, with a well positioned lever 
and precise action; but we did discover we could beat the 
4th-gear synchronizer by upshifting directly from 2nd to 4th. 
Not a normal procedure, but it may indicate the synchros are 
on the weak side. Drivers who like to make smooth downshifts 
by doubleclutching will find it easily possible in the Healey, 
though the throttle and brake pedals are a bit too close and 
drivers who don’t normally use both simultaneously may do 
so accidentally. 

A 2-liter, double-overhead-cam, 16-valve engine with twin 
carburetors sounds exciting, and this Lotus unit runs fairly 
smoothly while making proper sports-car noises. It pulls well 
all the way to its redline of 7200 rpm on the tachometer ( actually 
6600 in the test car) before an ignition cutout protects it from 
violence. But its actual delivery of power is disappointing: de- 
spite a claim of 15 bhp more than the BMW 2002tii’s engine 
(also a 2-liter four) and 290 Ib less test weight, we found the 
Healey couldn’t match the BMW’s acceleration until speed rose 
high enough to give it aerodynamic advantage over the tall, 
boxy sedan. The Jensen’s better 0-30 time, by the way, is due 
to its better traction when the clutch is popped to begin an 
acceleration test. Naturally the sports car has a higher top speed, 
at least with its top up. The Healey is quite economical of 
fuel for its performance; in fact, every car in this half-dozen 
will top 20 mpg comfortably under average suburban driving 
conditions. 

The compact BMW 2-door sedans have been with us since 
1967 and are longtime favorites of the R&T staff. Priced within 
$200 of the Jensen-Healey is the most powerful BMW 2-door 
sold in North America, the fuel-injected 2002tii, and since it’s 
sportier than similarly priced small sedans it seemed the logical 
choice fer our effort.to see how the sports cars and sedans 
Stack up. 

For 1974 the 2002 models, both carburetor and injection. 
have received an extensive facelift. The grille has been rede- 
signed, new taillights are much larger (and hence probably 


safer) than the old and interior trim has been improved. BMW 3

has also finally given in to international practice and moved 
the directional-signal stalk to the left side of the steering column 
as well as rearranging the functions of both stalks. Bumpers 
to meet federal and state regulations are made of aluminum 
and are cleanly designed, but they add more than 100 Ib weight 
and fully 9.5 in. length to the car and give it a real bumper-car 
look. 

But the 2002tii’s character remains essentially the same: a 
practical, fairly roomy car for four people and their luggage 
with very sporting engine, suspension and brakes, exceptional 
solidity of construction and an unmistakably German precision 
about its controls. This is a car which tells you in no uncertain 
terms what it’s doing but stops just short of making you uncom- 
fortable in the process—a combination that pleases a lot of 
enthusiastic, fast drivers. 

As you can see from the test data, the tii is quick; as men- 
tioned earlier, it has more punch at medium speeds than the 
Healey. And its gearbox, with precise but butter-smooth linkage, 
is a delight to use. The engine is mechanically smooth but rather 
noisy, and it sounds like a thoroughbred at high revs; its redline 
is 6400 rpm. Brakes are fairly capable, though not as much 
so as the Healey’s, and “panic” stopping distances are long. 

Therefore the engine, gearbox and brakes would all put the 
2002tii on a par with the Healey for hard driving; and most 
drivers will never even find its limits, so far above the needs 
of normal driving are they. But when we put the two cars 
together on that winding road we found out quickly that, good 
as the BMW is, it’s no match for its sports-car mate. Going 
uphill it was merely a matter of the Healey’s leaving the BMW 
behind gradually; going downhill the BMW’s final oversteer 
(associated with its semi-trailing independent rear suspension) 
caused us to have an anxious moment or two trying to stay 
with the Healey. That’s not to imply the BMW has handling 
problems, but it is a characteristic of most independent rear 
suspensions to have a touch of this final oversteer, especially 
if the throttle is lifted in the middle of a hard corner. Another 
marked contrast to the sports car is in the matter of body roll. 
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The Healey, which has no anti-roll bars whereas the BMW 
has them front and rear, may roll just as much in a corner: 
but since you're sitting up all proper-like in the BMW you're 
much more aware of it. Some passengers, we've found, are 
greatly worried by body roll and can’t bear fast driving in a 
tall sedan but can in a low sports car. 

So the Healey does have the greater capabilities, and that's 
comforting to those of us who sincerely wondered if sports 
cars still had any reason for being except their looks or their 
folding tops. Nevertheless, the BMW is still highly satisfying 
and sporty to drive; it’s in no way deficient in its behavior 
on a winding road. Or any other road, for that matter, except 
in non-mechanical matters like ventilation (it’s poor) and wind 
noise (almost as bad as the Jensen’s). 
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O00 BAD we couldn’t get that other BMW, the big 3-liter 

sedan, to stack up against an over-$10,000 sports car. But 
our extensive experience with both allows us to make some 
comments we hope will be helpful to those whose budgets allow 
this kind of car. 

Both the BMW and the Porsche 911 will do about 16-17 
mpg in everyday driving and probably about the same on a 
hard run over rural roads of the sort we covered in this test. 
A Porsche with the best tires and anti-roll bars will approach 
0.8g in cornering power; the BMW should top 0.75. Both are 
plenty entertaining to drive on a winding road. though the 
Porsche is quite clearly the more sporting. It’s also the more 
demanding, with its relatively strong final oversteer. And like 
the Spitfire vs the Vega, Fiat vs the Dasher, and Healey vs 
the BMW, even when you aren’t going fast or cornering hard 
it imparts a sporty feeling simply because you're sitting lower 
and driving a smaller car. There are other upperclass sports 
cars with comparable or greater capabilities—Ferrari Dino and 
Pantera for instance. And there are luxurious sedans like the 
Jaguar XJ and Mercedes 450SE that, while being principally 
luxurious transport, have handling and braking that put a lot 
of sports cars to shame. 


ERHAPS THAT business of sitting low, of feeling at unity with 
Ee: compact machine, is the most important thing about sports 
cars these days—a feeling that can be enhanced greatly with 
the roof removed or folded. As we said, the actual performance 
potential of these sporting sedans (and many others) is so high 
few drivers could actually use more. But then, who ever said 
that sports cars were just a matter of objective, measurable 
performance?

VOLKSWAGEN SCIROCCO 


New transverse-engine 2+2 to replace the Karmann Ghia, 
coming to the U.S. next year

both with front-wheel drive, but one with the engine 

set in line with the body shell and the other with the 
engine set across it? There may be several reasons for it but 
the most likely one is that the Dasher, which has the engine 
in line and is no more than an Audi Fox with a different rear 
treatment, was the essential move of a crash program Rudolf 
Leiding set rolling when he took over from Kurt Lotz as Man- 
aging Director of Volkswagen to get the company out of the 
red figures, whereas the new Scirocco is the first product of 
an entirely new line of VW models. There is. in fact. no reason 
at all why the Dasher should not have had its engine set across 
the body shell except that it was born as an Audi. But this 
is not likely to have any influence on its future, for except 
for the transmission housing most of the internal parts of the 
drivetrain are interchangeable with those of the Scirocco and 
so apparently are the MacPherson struts of the front suspension. 
Consequently it is perfectly suitable for integration into the 
standardized program planned by Volkswagen for the coming 
years. 

If it were only a replacement for the Karmann Ghia, the 
Scirocco would not be very important; but obviously a giant 
like Volkswagenwerk does not produce a special all-new car 
just to replace the marginal Karmann Ghia. The significance 
of the Scirocco lies in the fact that it is soon to be followed 
by another model using basically the same platform but having 
a roomier and more practical body. That is the car Volkswagen 
management presumably thinks might at last become a succes- 
sor to the Beetle. This is, more than anything else, the reason 
why the Scirocco is such an important car. 


Wee HAVE TWO Cars using basically the same power unit, 
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Forgetting this for a moment, it is also quite interesting and 
attractive in itself. not least because of its quite outstandingly 
elegant lines—the work of Giorgetto Giugiaro. In this context. 
however, it must be said that the Scirocco as shown here does 
not feature 5-mph bumpers, though the ones you see here will 
probably be merely pushed out on cylinders to meet U.S. 
regulations when it comes to America. Despite its wedge-shaped 
nose (in my opinion a masterpiece of the styling art), the car 
is very short, even for being a “2 +2” rather than a real 4-seater: 
total length i is only 151 inches. including an appropriately sized 
luggage locker. Access to this is obtained by a rear door which 
automatically raises the articulated parcel shelf behind the rear 
seat. The shelf can be removed instantly in case the baggage 
should be too high or when the little sporting coupe is turned 
intO a miniature station wagon by folding the rear seatback 
forward. It is an almost perfect combination of a shopping car 
and a lively, sporting GT, for with the top engine option it 
is claimed to have a 109-mph top speed and to accelerate to 60 
mph in little more than 10 seconds, curb weight being 1660 Ib. 

On the European market five powertrain combinations are 
offered, comprising three engines (1100 cc and 50 bhp DIN. 
1500 cc and 70 bhp DIN. 1500 ce and 85 bhp DIN), the dif- 
ferences between the latter two being compression, carburetor 
(2-bbl for the more powerful version) and exhaust system (twin 
outlet manifold in the 85-hp model). All are mated to a 4-speed. 
all-synchro box, and the well-known VW automatic is available 
with either of the 1500-cc engines. The entire driveline is iden- 
tical with that of the Dasher and Audi Fox, except that the 
differential is driven by spur gears rather than bevel gears and 
is on the side of the clutch housing. The entire engine is set 


just ahead of the wheel centerline and slightly inclined to the 
rear in the case of the 1500 models. to the front in the case 
of the lighter 1100 to give the same weight distribution in either 
case. 

Whereas the 1500-cc engines are inherited from the Dasher- 
Fox range, the smaller 1100 unit, though also having a belt- 
driven overhead camshaft, is entirely different and VW’s own 
development. It features a crossfiow alloy head and was origi- 
nally developed under the Lotz management to power a com- 
pletely different. entirely conventional car, scrapped long ago. 
The fact that it was chosen to power the basic version of the 
Scirocco hints that the future VW program may include a car 
of less than I-liter capacity. Both the 1100 engine and the 70-hp 
version of the 1500 are intended to run on regular gasoline. 

From the differential the front wheels are driven by un- 
equal-length hollow shafts with constant-velocity joints at each 
end. The two shafts are of different diameter so that despite 
their different length they will be twisted by equal angles when 
the driving torque is ap plied. The vacuum- -assisted brakes (disc 
front, drum rear operated by diagonal twin circuits) are out- 
board front and rear. Front suspension is by wide-base A-arms 
and MacPherson struts, the geometry featuring the now well- 
known “negative wheel offset” to obviate any deviation from 
a straight line should unequal braking forces be put through 
the front wheels. Steering is by rack and pinion with a univer- 
sally jointed safety steering column, and there is no front anti- 
roll bar. 

In contrast to the Dasher-Fox range’s beam axle. the 
Scirocco’s rear suspension is independent and is both very 
simple and very clever. The wheels are carried by pure trailing 
arms, suspension movements being controlled by spring diag- 
onal shock absorber units. The clever thing about the suspension 
is that the rear trailing arms are joined by a welded crossmember 
of L-shaped cross section with a gusset providing additional 
stiffness. The whole unit is carried in one thick rubber bushing 
on each side, providing excellent road-noise insulation at prac- 
tically no penalty to the accuracy of the trailing-arm location.

the car in the United States {next year—Ed.] it would most 
likely come with the 2-bbl 1500-cc unit in the same state of 
tune (75 bhp SAE Net or about 78 DIN) as the current U.S. 
version of the Dasher. The “top” version provided for driving 
proved extremely lively—as could well be expected with only 
20 Ib per hp—and very safe to handle, with final understeer 
under power turning to just about neutral on lifting off. Han- 
dling is responsive ‘and there is comparatively little roll on 
bends. The Steering is geared slightly on the low side but is 
very accurate and practically devoid of power-steer effects, 
though pulling to the right under full acceleration. because of 
the slightly different angles (in front view) of the unequal-length 
halfshafts, can just be detected when accelerating hard, hands 
off, in Ist or 2nd gear. It cannot be felt when one is not actually 
looking for it: neither has it any noticeable effect on the return 
of the steering when coming out of tight left or right bends. 

The not easy problem of providing a pleasant gearchange 
with a cross-mounted engine has been successfully solved and 
noises from the three-point-mounted engine remain pleasantly 
subdued, even when pulling hard—though it is not by any means 
silent when getting near 6000 rpm. Road-noise insulation is 
very good and wind noise never becomes objectionable. 

In the rear compartment head room is rather scarce and leg 
room not much better, but journeys up to one hour's duration 
would be acceptable. For children up to 12-13 years, however, 
the room provided is more than enough. I found the driving 
position excellent and it also suited a very tall gentleman present 
quite well. 

Except for the mechanical units, the Scirocco is not made 
in the Wolfsburg factory or any of its subsidiaries, but rolls 
off an assembly line installed at the Karmann factory, where 
the body is made. The reason for putting a sporting coupe 
into production before the bread-and-butter car based on the 
same basic design is obviously to get a widespread service 
experience of the model before starting to produce several 
thousand cars daily using similar units. 


What is a scirocco? The name is the German spelling for the more 
familiar word sirocco, a hot and dry wind blowing from the African 
coast to Italy, Sicily and Spain. As the European name for the Dasher 
is Passat, another wind name, it seems that VW is off on a new style 
of model names. In the U.S. the new car’s name will be Blizzard—yet 
another wind.—Ed.

UNDER FIRE 


BY RON DORSON 


S THE PATRIARCH stood nervously in the wings listening 
Av skilled mechanics tune their engines for the opening 
number, and waiting for the curtain to finally rise, a 
battalion of diverse artisans had already worked their magic. 
If one is to appreciate (or not appreciate) the final act at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway, it’s essential to understand what 
immediately precedes the main event. 

For many people who suppress the ugly part of auto racing, 
it may have seemed like months or even years since the popular 
Art Pollard slammed into the retaining wall at 190 mph, his 
car exploding and skidding 1450 feet through the short chute 
between turns one and two, and then rolling over in the grass, 
bouncing upright, and sliding up into turn two. The impact 
had taken place at 9:37 a.m. on May 12th. One hour and three 
minutes later, the 46-year-old driver became the first Speedway 
casualty of 1973. 

On the eve of the 16th day of Art Pollard’s death, a distin- 
guished looking man with a ballooning mid-section, who likes 
to deal with the hypothetical and theoretical only as an excep- 
tion, began to plunge headfirst into the practical. 

For 53-year-old Richard Sauer, Director of Timing and Scor- 
ing, a man with no interest in the race except for the challenge 
of scoring it, it was the eve of another delicious nightmare. 

Sauer went to work at the Speedway in 1946 as a member

of the infield crew. A diligent field hand, he eventually gradu- 
ated to a first-line staff position. In late 1957, Sauer was named 
Director of Timing and Scoring by Anton Hulman. 

With the aid of photocells hooked into light beams, chronom- 
eters which are.calibrated annually by the naval observatory 
and vacillate less than a second in a 30-day period, printed timer 
tape readouts, and his own mathematical cross-checks, Sauer 
can calculate Indy qualification speeds to a thousandth of a 
second. Basically the same system is employed on race day, 
except that Sauer will be assisted by 150 people. When the 
green flag drops and the lead car crosses the finish line, Sauer 
will throw a switch which activates the whole timing and scoring 
process. As he says, “I think it’s perhaps the most organized 
confusion I’ve ever seen in my life.” 

When Sauer detonates his scoring arsenal, 47 clocks will start 
ticking, and 33 individual race car scorers plus five alternates 
will start to work in the tower scoring room. The scorers will 
be seated around the room in correspondence with the starting 


position of their assigned car and the number of that car will 


be stenciled in large print on an oil cloth flap worn over the 
back. Each scorer will have 200 IBM cards corresponding to 
the sequence of laps and pre-punched with their assigned car 
numbers. Twenty more scorers will work in the pit area, double- 
checking pit stop times. And every time the lead car crosses 
the start-finish line, a squad of serial scorers with 25 column- 
ruled pads will chart the leader and his pursuers. Simulta- 
neously, a man in the press box with a court-reporter type of 
machine will be double-checking the serial scorers. 

In a quest to establish the validity of the unofficial post-race 
standings, Sauer and 50 of his helpers will work all night 
following the -500-mile race. By using serial machines and 
feeding the individual IBM scoring cards into a computer, they 
will completely rerun the race, thus determining the cumulative

mph for each car for each 10-lap period of the race. By 8:00 
a.m. the next morning all the data will have been purified and 
Sauer will post the official standings in the garage area. 

In 1973, however, events would sneak up on Richard Sauer’s 
master plan and totally disrupt it. There would be little warning. 

The skies were still clear at 8:00 a.m. on race-day morning 
and a tremendous air of expectation hung over the Speedway. 
Robert Humphrey had already climbed down the rungs of his 
infield tower to grab a cup of coffee and relax for a few minutes. 
The Purdue Golden Girl had already struggled into her se- 
quined body stocking, and the first of 30 bands was about to 
embark on its tour of the two-and-a-half-mile oval under the 
auspices of IMS Band Coordinator Al G Wright, a 19-year 
Indy veteran and the Director of the Purdue Univ ersity Band 
since 1954. 

Shortly before 11:00 a.m. the big mother balloon would give 
birth to its 10,000 offspring and send them skyward, Jim Nabors 
would sing “Back Home In Indiana,” columnist Jim Murray 
would refill his poison pen and fight for an unobstructed view 
on the crowded patio of George Walther’s VIP suite by turn 
two, and Tony Hulman, trembling with emotion, would give 
his famous command, “Gentlemen, Start Your Engines!” The 
tension and anticipation at the Speedway would be all-encom- 
passing. As the 33 engines roared to life, the thoracic cavities 
of spectators and participants alike would heave and pound 
with the intensity of a thousand bass drums. But the skies, by 
this time, were dark and threatening. 

And the start was a disaster. Mike Hiss described it later 
in his Autoweek column. 

“As we came off the fourth turn for the start, | couldn't 
find the other two cars that were supposed to be in my row. 
As far ahead as I could see, there were no rows, just cars in 
random order. There were even a couple of drivers with their 
hands in the air indicating no start. 

“What followed in the next few seconds was incredible. The 
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green flag was waved, and as we accelerated, I shifted to high 
gear. I noticed a small puff of smoke far ahead. For almost 
a full second nothing happened. Then suddenly all hell broke 
loose. Salt Walther’s car shot into the air and exploded. I stood 
on the brakes and looked for a hole, but Salt’s car came back 
across the track with parts and fire everywhere.” 

Halfway down the main straightaway, Walther’s car had 
peeled off from the middle of the sixth row, slammed into 
a wire mesh fence protecting the spectators, and careened down 
the track like an errant flame-thrower. 

The spinning car came to rest on the track upside down, 
and Salty lay trapped face down in the burning wreckage. Four 
Speedway firemen got there promptly: three of the men were 
wearing aluminized fire- fighting suits, but the fourth man, the 
fire truck driver, had only leather gloves and his gray cotton 
work uniform. This fourth man, Jerry Flake, with little regard 
for his own safety and virtually no protection from the flames 
or the heat, still pitched in to help his three associates right 
Walther’s car, allowing Salt to be pried loose with a hydraulic 
extraction tool. 

The accident sent nine fans to the hospital with methanol 
burns and disabled twelve race cars. 

Like most accidents at the Indianapolis Speedway, the in- 
criminating finger would not be pointed at any one person, 
nor would anyone step forward to accept the blame. There

would be many theories of the accident but photographs and 


Walther’s explanation to newsmen seem to indicate that he 
was bumped from behind, although Walther is less sure of that 
now. 

Walther’s father, George N Walther, a graduate engineer and 
president of a multi-national family business (truck hardware) 
with plants in 16 states and eight foreign countries, had been 
sponsoring race teams with respectable results at the Speedway 
since 1955. So there was a good possibility that one of George 
Walther’s six children would one day make the 500-mile dash 
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for the checkered flag. 

“Salty.” as the proud father called his son (he acquired the 
nickname for participating in a Miami regatta in salt water). 
was willing to carry the Walther baton. 

When he showed up at the Speedway in 1972 to compete 
for a spot in his first Indianapolis 500-mile race at the precocious 
age of 24, he felt that too many race drivers lacked flamboyance 
and charisma. The veterans were staid, but Salt Walther showed 
up with long luxuriant locks tumbling over the shoulders of 
a royal blue driver’s suit trimmed with braid and colored stars, 
and accented with hightop, white leather driving shoes. The 
vets called the audacious rookie “Cassius,” among other things. 
But the young man was no sissy. He worked out with weights 
five times a week, had a build like Vic Tanny’s and raced 
unlimited hydroplanes on water. He had driven his first race 
on water at the age of twelve. and nine years later he made 
his automotive racing debut behind the wheel of a sprint car 
at New Bremen, Ohio. 

But the young competitor did not want the old man to just 


hand him the keys. The rich-kid stigma was already becoming’ 


a burden. So for Indy 1972, the top team car was assigned, 
at Salt’s request, to 44-year old Bud Tinglestad, a consistent 
veteran who had run in 10 Indianapolis races, posting a sixth- 
place finish in 1964 and a seventh-place finish in 1971, his 
best performances. 

It was a frustrating month for Tinglestad and Walther. With 
less than two hours of qualifying time left to make the race, 
neither man had gained a spot on the starting grid. Regrettably, 
the veteran Tinglestad said his machine just wouldn’t go any 
faster. Young Walther tactfully asked to try the veteran’s car. 
The request was granted, and Salt went out to capture the 27th 
Starting spot, which drew a thunderous roar of approval from 
the fans and sent one aging race driver out for a stroll in the 
pasture. 

He was eliminated on the first lap of the 1972 Indy race 
with engine trouble, but that did not stop the tenacious young 
man from finishing the season with an eighth at Pocono, a 


_ sixth at Ontario—and 52 heat race victories with the hydroplane. 


He returned to the Speedway in 1973 with the same positive 
attitude. Obviously he could improve his last-place finish of 
the previous year. The veterans still made remarks about his 
dress and his money, but it didn’t matter. He had proved himself 
in the 1972 race. To ensure that his son had a competitive 
mount, George Walther purchased the car which Mark Dono- 
hue drove to victory at Indy in 1972 and one other first-class 
machine. 


Bist Say that the worst accident has yet to happen at 
IMS. The ultimate nightmare would be for a driver to 
lose_control of his car coming into the pits and slam into one 
of the huge pit gas tanks. Such an accident would ignite millions 
of dollars worth of machinery along the pit wall and probably 
hundreds of crewmen and fans. 

The Speedway fire department is run by a gregarious, robust, 
66-year-old college athletic director named Cleon Reynolds. 
Jo Quinn calls Reynolds “the All-American.” Reynolds was 
a four-sport letterman in high school and a triple-sport letter- 
man (and starting quarterback) at Butler University, from which 
he was graduated in 1932. . 

Reynolds saw his first 500-mile race in 1928. In 1949, he 
applied for a job at the Speedway and was stationed on top 
of a grandstand as a security guard. After’ a promotion to 
commander of the fence detail, Reynolds was named Fire Chief 
in 1954. He talks about the early days, the scope of his job, 
and his feelings about the 500-mile race. 

“When I took over as fire chief in 1954 we only had three 
fire trucks and a number of extinguishers which were distributed 
around the pits and in the garage area. On race day today 
I'll have nine fully loaded crash trucks supplied by the pace 
car company and a contingent of nearly 250 firemen. One 
hundred and five fire fighting equipment salesmen from Norris 
Industries will completely take over fire prevention duties in 


the pits on race day, so that’s one area I don’t have to worry 
about. 

“I arrive about 8:00 a.m. the morning previous to the day 
of the race and Ill stay all night. As a precautionary measure 
a few of my men will roam the pit area, which is sealed off 
to visitors, and we'll station two trucks in the garage area— 
because a fire the night before the race could eliminate the 
event. My firemen will start arriving here anywhere from mid- 
night on. Then by 8:30 a.m. the trucks are fully loaded and 
everyone is in position. Since there are continuous ceremonies 
on the track until the start of the race it becomes difficult for 
us to move around, so we settle in and relax until race time. 

“I just don’t put anybody in our fire trucks. All of my men 
are experienced fire fighters. I have people call me and come 
to see me from all over the country who would like to be a 
part of the race. And we have less than a one percent turnover 
of men.” 

If the IMS fire department is deficient in any way, it has 
to be the communications network. Since a different set of 
fire trucks is provided by a different pace car company each 
year it would be very difficult for the Speedway to maintain 
and install a standard set of radios for each race. So the trucks 
are not radio-equipped on race day. In the event of an accident, 
the truckdriver nearest the site responds to what he sees. If 
the accident is serious and requires additional manpower, then 
Chief Reynolds receives a call from the steward’s post and 
directs his men accordingly. On practice and qualification days 
a horn is sounded which alerts the firemen and ambulance 
drivers to enter the track with the flow of traffic. The rescuers 
will not know where the accident is or how severe it is until 
they arrive on the scene. 

Those firemen who are stationed within sight of Reynolds 
at the pit apron exit will wait for his signal in a time of crisis. 
It was this signal that Jerry Flake was waiting for when Swede 
Savage’s car bobbled and lost traction in the oily groove of 
turn four and slammed into the retaining wall, exploding into 
flame at 3:10 p.m. on May 30, 1973. 

Jerry Flake, 32 years old, a six-one; 250-pound tool-and-die 
maker, the father of two small children, and a Lieutenant in 
his local 56-member volunteer fire department, left his modest 
home in a rural suburb of Indianapolis at 7:30 on the third 
morning of the 1973 Indianapolis 500. Like everyone else, he 
was growing weary, and he hoped for the completion of the 
rain-plagued race. But Flake enjoyed his work. It was his fourth 
year as a fireman at the Speedway and he considered himself 
a competent professional among other professionals. As he 
would say, “I work with a great bunch of guys at the Speedway. 
You couldn’t ask for a better man than Cleon. He really thinks 
a lot of his men.” 

Twenty-two year old Armando Moreno Teran was elated 
when he was assigned to handle the STP sign board along the 
outside pit wall for New Zealander Graham McRae. As Teran 
would tell some of his fellow crew members, “Now I'll be able 
to get a good view of the action.” Teran, a Mexican-American 
truck driver from Culver City, California, would be part of 
the action before the afternoon was over. Immediately following 
the Swede Savage crash of the third day, Teran would seek 
out STP crew chief Vince Granatelli in the pits and ask Grana- 
telli if he should run up to turn four to help with the wrecked 
car. Granatelli would say yes. So Armando would start to sprint 
up the pit road looking north to the fire. 

At the same moment Jerry Flake would finally get the “move 
out” signal from Cleon Reynolds. Flake’s truck blindsided 
Teran, knocking him 50 feet up the pit road. His ribs crushed 
and his skull broken, Armando would become another Speed- 
way Statistic at 4:23 p.m. Swede Savage’s name would be added 
to the IMS fatality roster a month later. 

Since the Teran accident was highly visible—some claim it 
was seen by at least 50.000 fans—and it came at the time of 
Savage’s horrendous accident, it was predictable there would 
be severe public outrage aimed at the Speedway. Jerry Flake 


was assailed by the media as a murderer who didn’t have > 
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enough sense to follow the flow of traffic. 

On a humid Sunday afternoon several weeks after the trag- 
edy, Flake would solemnly relate his side of the story in the 
privacy of his living room. It was a version that had never 
even been pursued by the press. 

“For the 1973 race my truck was stationed at the south end 
of the pits. Cleon was 30 yards away—I could see him clearly— 
and if he needed me he would give me a hand signal. 

“When Savage hit the wall I saw this great big ball of fire 
go up in the air. I didn’t know how many cars were involved. 
or who it was, and neither did Cleon, so I sat there waiting 
for his signal. In the meantime Cleon got his binoculars and 
stood up to assess the scene. When the fire flared up again 
he gave me the motion to go and come up through the pits. 
It was a special hand signal to be used only if I took that 
route. 

“So I proceeded up through the pits. I had no idea of how 
fast I was going but it wasn’t too fast because there were people 
in the way and I was literally laying on the horn the whole 
time. Cleon leaves the speed limit up to us, but we’re not a 
bunch of hot rods. 

“All of a sudden things cleared up on the pit road and | 
had a clear shot all the way up to Savage’s car which I could 
see burning. Then out of nowhere, a guy was in front of me 
and I hit him. I don’t know where he came from or anything—he 
was just there. 

“So I stopped, and my crew told me I broke down. I was 
in shock. And several times during that first week after the 
accident I’d wake up in the middle of the night and see this 
fellow lying out in front of my truck. It still bothers me—it’s 
something you can’t ever forget. 

“I spent the day after the accident out at the Speedway with 
Cleon and Jo Quinn. They both tried to comfort me. And Cleon 
never said a thing about me going the wrong way through the 
pits. In fact, he told me he'd gone that way before and it was 
permissible to go that way on the red flag—which we had at 
the time of Savage’s accident. It would also have been permissi- 
ble if there had been a serious fire in the pits. 

“One thing I learned the first year I worked at the Speedway 
and since I’ve been on the Perry Township Fire Department 
is that the newspaper men and the news media don’t care to 
find out the facts about what’s happened or what was supposed 
to be done. All they want to do is write a story which will 
sell papers. 

“On his local show the evening of the race Sid Collins made 
a point of stating that I was in the right to drive in the direction 
I did. But the next morning on page one of the India- 
napolis Star there was a caption headline, “Crew member 
killed by fire truck going the wrong way.” Then the next evening 
on page 45 of the Indianapolis News there was a small caption 
which said I had the right to travel north through the pits on 
the red flag...” 


N 1973, the Indianapolis Motor Speedway lived up to its 

billing as “the greatest entertainment bargain in the world” 
by delivering three spectacles for the price of one. And 2 hours, 
5 minutes and 27.36 seconds into the third encore, a signal 
was given by the director, and the curtain was dropped for 
the last time. It was the grand finale. 

The 1973 Indianapolis 500 was not racing’s finest hour. The 
race will be the subject of controversy for years to come. While 
there is no simple explanation for the unfortunate chain of 
events, there were many contributing factors. 

As Joe Cloutier stated before the race, he was concerned 
about the increasing speeds at the Speedway. We do not know, 
and will never know, whether this attitude was shared by every 
top IMS policy maker. It seems probable, also, that there would 
have been no major alteration of the track afterwards if the 
1973 race had run successfully. Since Gordon Johncock’s tire 
test lap of 199.4 mph was run without incident in March. the 
Speedway staff found no immediate cause for alarm. 

To explore the 1973 Indy 500-mile race objectively, it must 
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be taken into consideration that the race-day rains compounded 
every adverse condition that the Speedway and the drivers 
would have to handle. Although Chief Steward Harlan Fengler 
Stated he would never start the 500-mile race unless it had 
a chance to go the distance. the weather reports all said there 
was a /0-percent chance of rain by early afternoon. the skies 


~ over the Speedway were black with rain clouds. and if one 


inhaled deeply one could sniff a rain drop. It is doubtful. 
however, that Fengler had complete autonomy concerning the 
Start of the race. His decision on the first day and the two 
succeeding days was probably reached after consultation with 
Hulman and Cloutier. who felt they had an obligation to the 
fans. to the media. and to their important guests to run the 
500-mile race on schedule. 

The first attempted start of the race was a disgrace. but neither 
Speedway management nor any of the drivers were willing to 
accept the blame. The verdict would be, “It’s just one of those 
unfortunate things that happens in racing.” Sixteen-year Indy 
veteran A.J. Foyt would claim that in the back of the field 
it was one of the best starts he had ever seen. which is ironic 
because photographs showed that Foyt had moved up and 
improved his starting grid position illegally before the green 
flag fell. Foyt seemed to be the lone enthusiast for that first 
Start. Most of the drivers said the starting formation was ex- 
tremely ragged, the pace was too slow, and it was very hazard- 
ous. 

Roger McCluskey, for instance, said. “We were only going 
80 miles per hour coming out of the fourth turn—that’s just 
too damn slow. Some guys were in third gear. and some were 
in fourth. Some turbochargers had kicked in and others hadn’t.” 
To pursue McCluskey’s point. when the turbocharger kicks in, 
the engine’s power output comes in a rush. Now! So to have 
a smooth start everyone should be in fourth gear with their 
turbochargers working when the green flag is dropped. This 
makes it much easier to maintain the 100-foot interval between 
the rows of cars, a safety standard which should be the para- 
mount consideration at that point in the race. Many critics have 
said that the track is far too narrow to accommodate the tradi- 
tional three-abreast start and that a two-abreast start would 
be more reasonable. The traditionalists argue that the cars are 
only 80 inches wide, which leaves 30 feet of unused track during 
a three-abreast start. Mark Donohue was to brush aside all 
post-race hokum and say it was not the speeds or the narrow 
track which caused the accidents, it was driver error. 

Gordon Johncock was denied the satisfaction of going the 
distance and had to settle for winning the shortest Indy 500 
in history. There was no checkered flag and no victory dinner. 

Johncock reflects. 

“People thought the three-day race in 1973 made it more 
difficult for the drivers. But for me it made things a little bit 
easier. Because when Tony Hulman said, “Gentlemen start your 
engines,’ the first time. I think the real excitement and thrills 
were pretty much over. 

“Winning Indianapolis has always been a goal ever since 
I started with USAC. I think it is with every driver. It’s the 
big one to win. Now I've won the Indianapolis 500 and it will 
go down in the record books that way. It gives you peace of 
mind. But I didn’t like winning it with all the problems, the 
accidents, the shortened distance. and without a checkered flag. 
I'll feel much better the next time I win it. And with George 
Bignotti as my crew chief I’m sure we will win it again. In 
the last four years he’s had four wins and a third. 

“The Indianapolis Speedway was built so many years ago 
that it needs improvements. The track is far too narrow. But 
what really needs to be done to the race track would cost three 
or four million dollars. I think someday they're going to have 
to move back the stands and the tower on the inside of the 
track to protect the drivers and the spectators. 

“Sure, they say the Speedway is a competitive track—but it’s 
very unsafe. You have no correctfng room once you lose control 
of your automobile. You need a lot more room on the inside 
because if you spin and come down off the race track you 


have absolutely no correcting room to get the car under con- 
trol—like in the number four corner where Swede Savage had 
his accident. After you leave the track you're on the grass, which 
provides no traction or opportunity to gain control. I feel they 
should pave those dangerous inside grassy areas. One of my 
biggest fears is hitting the inside retaining wall and bouncing 
back on the track to have some car hit me broadside. 

“I feel that they're still trying to run the race like they did 
50 years ago, instead of making improvements. | think the 
starter himself should start the race instead of the Chief Steward 
who stands down there on the ground and can’t see what's 
going on. Like the start for 1973: they looked at the front row 
and since it looked good they started the race. They don’t know 
what's going on. I think the flagman should be up on a stand.” 

Johncock talks about the officiating. 

“I see no reason why we can’t have the same officials we 
work with all year long. We're used to them. I see no reason 
why we should have a special man like Harlan Fengler just 
to run the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. Dick King (the regular 
USAC Chief Steward) knows more about what's going on. If 
I was to drive only one race all year. I wouldn't be nearly 
as good as if I was to run I5 races a year. | feel this is the 
same with any man’s job.” 


AN THE top of the official stationery for the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway Corporation is a winged wheel sprouting the 
five colored flags used to officiate the 500-mile race. At the 
bottom is a single line of type in parentheses which reads. 
“Where Business Locates in the Winner's Circle.” 

So there it is: winning the Indy 500 is part of the search 
for the pot of gold. In a society which values winning and 
material success, but which blushes when confronted with the 
premise, every one of us is measured by achievement. wealth. 
and possessions. We are raised to be competitive. Being the 
best—being first and winning—is the American dictum, and the 
fear of failure haunts us all. 

America’s most successful institutions are built on tradition 
and perpetuated by financial prudence. The Speedway is no 
exception. The Speedway’s critics are naive to characterize the 
management as anything but shrewd, successful businessmen. 
But few of America’s giant successes are operated by such a 
handful of men—who do not have to answer to stockholders 
or to a board of directors. This makes the Speedway unique. 

Tony Hulman and Joe Cloutier are not embarrassed to point 
out that the Speedway is a private enterprise. If it is operated 
properly everyone stands to gain. Entrepreneur Roger Penske 
says. “Indianapolis is the biggest race in the world to win. From 
the press standpoint and publicity it gets more coverage than 
any other sporting event in the world. It offers the largest 
individual purse paid at any sporting event. And it has the 
biggest live audience of any sporting event in the world. Plus 
it has a tremendous advertising base for potential sponsors tying 
into the win at Indianapolis. The Indianapolis 500 is only run 
once a year. so if you win you've got the commercial value 
from June first to May thirtieth of the next year.” 

On a hot, humid July afternoon in Moraine, Ohio, 10 minutes 
south of Dayton, George N Walther sat solemnly in his high- 
backed, black leather swivel chair in the fourth-floor Presiden- 
tial chamber of the Dayton-Walther Corporation. It had been 
seven weeks since Salt Walther’s flaming crash on the first lap 
of the race. 

As Walther would put it, “Salty’s accident took all of the 
heart out of me. But I’m so thankful he’s alive.” 

Unlike the handsome 26-year-old Swede Savage, who had 
already succumbed from his racing injuries, Salt Walther would 
live. His weight had dropped from 192 to 151 pounds in the 
hospital and a joint had been amputated on each finger of 
his left hand. But considering the speed of impact, and the 
fact that he was trapped face down in the burning tub of his 
race car, Salt Walther was very lucky to be alive. 

The senior Walther would state, “I will not influence Salt’s 
decision to drive again one bit. If he wants to drive, I’m going 


to be with him. If he doesn’t want to drive, I’m going to be 
thankful. I think he'd still like to run the boat, because water 
dissolves alcohol so the chances of fire aren’t as great. He was 
the only driver alive driving unlimited hydroplanes and race 
cars.” 

(After his release from the University of Michigan Burn 
Center, Salt Walther announced his plan to return to the Speed- 
way and the USAC Championship circuit for the 1974 season.) 

George Walther was not pleased with the Speedway’s conser- 
vative way of going about things, and he felt that Tony Hulman 
wasn’t extending himself for the car owners or the race drivers. 
but neither was he in favor of banning the race or outlawing 
the sport of auto racing. He says you can’t eliminate competition. 

“If the critics want to outlaw racing, let them outlaw all the 
other sports and everything we do. There’s nothing we do in 
our everyday lives that keeps us from taking risks . . . 

“There can be no denying that men gamble for high stakes 
and high pay at the Indianapolis Speedway. but our pilots 
receive extra pay to fight in combat. If we saw one combat 
pilot—live. on a TV program, fighting any enemy plane—and 
we were allowed to watch every maneuver, including, perhaps, 
the demise of the American pilot—there would be tremendous 
outrage. People would want to ban flying and wars. 

“What we should do is take a TV camera into some bar 
and film the guy who drinks 20 beers and then stumbles outside 
and gets in his car to drive home . . .” 

The fate of the Indianapolis 500 seems as precarious as it 
did during those anxious days before the 1946 race when Hul- 
man wondered if anyone would show up. He faces the same 
uncertainty now. Not only must he dissipate the hurricane storm 
of criticism which followed the 1973 spectacle, but he must 
also contend with new terrors which stalk the walls of his 
brickyard. Those who would like to see the Speedway and auto 
racing put out of business forever are in full cry again, and 
to multiply the effect of their cries there is the “energy crisis,” 
which terrifies every sports promoter and professional athlete. 
(If there is no gas, there will be no spectators, and no one 
can make it with an empty stadium.) 

The cry to justify the 500-mile race is sure to continue. Critics 
are sull saying that the Indianapolis 500 is unsafe for par- 
ticipants and spectators alike. The Speedway management 
would probably have to admit that they have been slow to 
correct certain obvious physical and policy liabilities. After 
1973's spectacle, however. some changes were made. Tradition 
was finally sacrificed for progress. The Speedway’s pit lane was 
widened and lengthened for the drivers, and the pit retaining 
wall was raised. The retaining wall in the fourth turn was 
removed and the surrounding grassy area was paved. The fences 
protecting the spectators on the main straightaway were rein- 
forced. . 

The Indianapolis Motor Speedway has proved itself to be 
a hardy institution, resourceful—able to respond to great chal- 
lenges—and certainly strong and stable. But the Speedway’s very 
prominence today makes it vulnerable to regulation by public 
opinion. The post-race editorials in 1973 make it clear that 
the Speedway’s performance will be watched. What may be 
surprising, however. is that perhaps the stiffest, sternest, most 
hard-line editorial of all appeared in the racing paper A utoweek. 

“Autoweek readers, who represent the spectrum of mo- 
lorsports, and our own moral and pragmatic considerations 
have given us a clear mandate to issue this warnin gto USAC 
and the IMS: Insofar as we are able, we do not intend to 
allow another 1973 to happen. 

“Our voice is largely restricted to the motoring community. 

But we are not without resources. Let this warning be clear. 

Should there be a repeat of this year’s disaster, Autoweek 

will take it upon itself to mobilize industry, spectator, racing 

and all other concerned opinion—through our 200-plus corre- 
spondents writing and broadcasting in some of the nation’s 
most influential media—to put a stop to the race forever.” 

So it seems the Indianapolis Motor Speedway and its tradi- 
tional 500-mile race must continue to struggle for survival. 
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The great glassmaker 
put his art on classic hoods

ITROEN IS KNOWN for an unusual

neering, but did you know that 
the make holds the world’s record for 
the largest advertising sign? From 1925 
to 1936 the name Citroén was spelled 
out vertically on the Eiffel Tower. Each 
letter was two stories high. and six colors 
were used in 250,000 lights that could 
be seen 24 miles away: a lighted comet 
went off at the top. It impressed René 
Lalique and he designed his first glass

Twenty-six Lalique hood - ornament 
designs were made in all; they all had 
round bases and were also sold as pa- 
perweights. They are now unique collec- 
tors’ items. The handsome Victoire pic- 
tured here originally sold for $60-$70— 
one is currently being offered for sale 
in New York for $2000. One of the most 
outstanding collections belongs to Andre 
Surmain, founder of Musée de la Car- 
rosserie Francaise on Mallorca. The en- 
thusiastic Andre is proud of his 21-piece 
collection and enjoys sharing it with the 
museum visitors. 

Another place to find Lalique hood 
ornaments is Jim’s Garage in downtown 
Detroit. It is a lively restaurant and 
serves good food in a melange of au- 
tomobiliana: there is an old gas pump, 
and radiators and license plates decorate 
the walls. At the entry to the dining room 
there is a permanent display of 13 La- 
lique hood ornaments. The Téte de Cog 
and the Perche pictured at left are 
among them. Jim’s Garage is located at 
300 W Larned, within easy walking dis- 
tance of the Pontchartrain Hotel and 
Cobo Hall. 

René Lalique was born in 1860 in Ay 
in Marne, France. Twenty years later he 
finished his studies at Ecole des Arts 
Decoratifs in Paris and began designing 
jewelry for the jewelers on the Rue de 
la Paix. At 25 he was exploring the use 
of colored-glass enamels, rock crystal 


and precious metals in his free-lance 
jewelry designs. His first show was in 
Paris in 1900; his imaginative use of 
materials attracted Sarah Bernhard as a 
customer and well-known dealers such 
as Cartier and Boucheron. 

Lalique’s work with glass in his jew- 
elry designs led him to exploring the > 
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possibilities of other glass forms, and in 
1908 he opened his first glassworks near 
Paris. The factory produced a variety of 
objects, specializing in lamps and vases, 
and René Lalique became an innovator 
in the use of glass. He contributed to 
modern marketing by supplying Coty 
with elegant glass perfume bottles. It was 
a first for the perfume industry. 

Needing larger facilities for the rap- 
idly expanding business, Lalique Cris- 
tallerie moved to the village of Wingen 
sur Moder in the north of Alsace near 
the German border in 1921. The large 
pine forests in the area were needed to 
provide fuel for the furnaces, as with the 
Swedish glassmakers of the time. 

The firm continued to grow, and its 
glassware became the height of fashion 
in the Twenties. The hood ornaments 
became popular during this time and 
enjoyed popularity until the middle 
Thirties. 

Although up into his 70s, René La- 
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lique continued to design a variety of 
products. In 1933 his w ork was exhibited 
at the Louvre; his larger pieces were 
illuminated fountains in Paris and light- 
ing fixtures for the Normandie ocean 
liner. 

The factory was abandoned in 1939 
at the start of World War II. The Ger- 
mans soon took it over, using the plant 
for their war effort. René Lalique died 
in 1945; his factory wasn’t reopened until 
1946. Lalique Cristallerie had been par- 
tially destroyed and the craftsmen scat- 
tered, but by 1951 René’s son Marc had 
the factory back in business. The firm 
participated in a special exposition at the 
Louvre that year: Marc created the large 
chandelier now on permanent display 
there. 

Today Marc continues to head the 
firm, with 300 employees producing 
about 1000 designs. Marc’s daughter 
Marie-Claude is carrying on the family 
tradition: having graduated from Ecole 
Superieure des ‘Arts Decoratifs, she is 
designing for the firm.

The current catalog lists a variety of 


items, including all sorts of serving 
dishes, powder boxes, bookends, de- 
canters, figurines and stemware. You can 
even order a chandelier if you’re willing 
to wait 18 months for delivery. The 
prices are lordly: a luncheon plate goes 
for around $35, a crystal quail is $175 
and a rather nice 8'4-in. cat is $225. And 
bottles with Lalique frosted crystal birds 
are sold by Nina Ricci of Paris in the 
L*Air du Temps line. You can have a 
Lalique with half an ounce of perfume 
and one bird on the stopper for $27.50 
or two birds and an ounce or two ounces 
for Fart more. 

A representative of the U.S. importer 
says that Lalique is continually develop- 
ing new techniques and more modern 
pieces and that the product being made 
today is far superior in quality to what 
was made before. Everything made since 
the late Forties or early Fifties is lead 
crystal, meaning more than 24% lead 
oxide is ovacnel The process for at- 
taining the satin-smooth frosted effect 
is of course a secret. The sales brochure 
tells us: “special fluoridic baths, endless 
time at the polisher’s wheel and consid- 
erable handwork are involved in achiev- 
ing the proper contrast between satin 
and clear.” 

There were imitators of the Lalique 
hood ornaments, mainly in Czechoslo- 
vakia and America although we ve heard 
of some coming from Hong Kong. If you 
are interested in the real thing. contact 
the U.S. importer: Jacques Jugeat Inc. 
225 Sth Ave, New York, N.Y. 10010. A 
few of the hood ornaments are still pro- 
duced from original René Lalique 2-part 
molds and sold as paperweights. A crys- 
tal Téte de Aigle ($97) might be just the 
thing for your classic car. 

Some of the Laliques pictured here 
are from the collections of Greenfield 
Village and Henry Ford Museum in 
Dearborn. Michigan. Others are from 
Harrah’s Automobile Collection in 
Reno. Nev. Neither collection is cur- 
rently on public di splay.

THE PRESIDENT MEDICI GP 


An exciting non-Championship Fl 


HE WEEK AFTER the Brazilian GP 

at Sao Paulo, there was a non- 

championship Formula | race at 
the new city of Brasilia, 620 miles away. 
Brasilia was built in 1958 as the capital 
city and it is political rather than indus- 
trial like Sao Paulo. It also has only 
300,000 inhabitants as opposed to more 
than 8 million. 

It is a planned city which perhaps 
lacks character, but everything is the very 
latest. As racing is the “In Thing” at 
present in Brazil, the capital city had to 
have a race track, so in just two years 
the government built the circuit to beat 
all circuits. It even outdoes Paul Ricard 
for amenities, and that is really saying 
something. The goodies are too nu- 
merous to mention all of them, but as 
an example there is a private changing 
room with shower for each driver (not 
quite completed yet); huge car parks; 
special grandstand with presidential box 
(to be used by Hesketh when the presi- 
dent isn’t there!); double rows of wire 
catch fences in case a car goes off; a 
ring road around the circuit for fire 
tenders and ambulances, an excellent 
idea if only the service vehicles were 
properly manned; and a drive-in cinema 
if you get bored with the racing. All this 
within walking distance of the center of 
the city. It must be the ultimate, and it 
can accommodate about 170,000 people. 

The race, called the President Medici 
GP, was a test to see if the course would 
be suitable for the Brazilian GP next 
year. The circuit is just over 3 mi long 
and has a layout somewhat similar to 
Interlagos, fitting a lot of track into a 
smallish space but having only one slow 
2nd-gear corner. The rest are 3rd gear 
or flat-out. They only wanted 12 starters, 
just enough to fill one of the two freight 
planes that had brought the cars out to 
South America. 

Exactly how they made the choice of 
who was to run and who wasn’t I am 
not quite sure. I think it was originally 
a question of who wanted to, and then 
it probably became first-come first- 
served, with Emerson Fittipaldi, Carlos 
Pace and Reutemann as essentials. Gra- 
ham Hill went home saying he had to 
get back to the pits—referring to the coal 
ones, not the racing ones. We had a coal 
strike in Britain, which is tending to 
become a national winter event. Denny 
Hulme had been saying he wanted to 
race in Brasilia, which Phil Kerr said was 
the first time he had ever wanted to run 
in a non-championship event, but the 
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race at Brasilia 


Marlboro-Texaco team was sending only 
Emerson to represent them. Mike Hail- 
wood would have been happy to race— 
he wanted to stay on in the sunshine—but 
he was first reserve and nobody dropped 
out. JPS did not want to go as the team 
was really pressing on with the new car. 

The final choice was four two car 
teams: two BRMs for Jean-Pierre Bel- 
toise and Henri Pescarolo, two Surtees 
for Pace and Jochen Mass, two Marches 
for Howden Ganley and Hans Stuck and 
two Brabhams for Reutemann and (a 
very wise choice) Wilson Fittipaldi, who 
had rejomed the team instead of Ro- 
barts. The four singletons were made up 
of Emerson Fittipaldi in the Texaco- 
Marlboro, Jody Scheckter in his Tyrrell, 
Arturo Merzario in the Iso-Marlboro 
and James Hunt in either the Hesketh 
or the March. 

On the day of the race at Sao Paulo 
the new Hesketh, designed by Harvey 
Postlethwaite. arrived at the circuit hav- 
ing been flown out at its owner’s per- 
sonal expense. It spent its time on a 
transporter being climbed over by most 
of the rival designers. The idea was that 
it should be tested at Interlagos the day 
after the Grand Prix, but unfortunately 
it took two days to clear up all the mess 
and broken bottles hurled onto the cir- 
cuit by the spectators after the race. Hunt 
did get on the track on Wednesday and 
it was quite a revelation. The engine was 
said to be “an old hack” but within 18 
laps he had recorded 2 min 32.9 sec, 
which equaled the pole position in the 
GP and was more than 4 sec quicker 
than his March time. Unfortunately at 
this stage the fuel-pressure release valve 
Started sticking; so they stopped, very 
pleased with events, and packed the car 
off by road to Brasilia. They still had 
the March as a spare. 

There was only unofficial practice on 
Friday, and the drivers went out to learn 
the circuit as it was new to all of them. 
The first thing they found was that the 
surface was particularly abrasive to the 
tires because of its lack of use. The cir- 
cuit also gets covered with a red clay 
dust, which makes handling very unpre- 
dictable until it is cleared away. 

The climate is subject to quick changes 
from sun to tropical showers, so nobody 
was very surprised to find the circuit wet 
for the first session of Saturday's prac- 
tice. Reutemann was in good shape and 
determined to show that his leads in the 
Argentine and Brazilian GPs were no 
fluke. He turned the fastest time in the 


first half with a 1:57.3, followed by 
Emerson Fittipaldi at 1:58.1 and Pace 
at 1:58.3, so a South American trio had 
set the lead to the great delight of the 
fans. 

A fuel cell in the new Hesketh was 
leaking badly and couldn't be repaired, 
so the car was put away and the old 
March rolled out. Its clutch promptly 
gave up. Wilson Fittipaldi, who was 
having his first Formula | drive this 
season, found that his Brabham BT44 
was unmanageable because of under- 
steer and ended up at the tail of the field 
for the first session. 

Lord Hesketh was very disturbed to 
find that the Union Jack, flying directly 
outside his pit. was hung upside down. 
He protested to the officials and they 
promptly put the matter right while the 
whole team stood at attention and sa- 
luted. 

For the second session the track had 
dried out and everybody improved his 
time except Hunt, who had had his 
clutch changed in the interval but then 
found it was still slipping. So the car 
crawled around the circuit and was 
brought in for a second change. At the 
end of practice Reutemann was still 
fastest with 1:51.1, but Emerson was 
close behind with a 1:51.2 and then came 
Pace and Scheckter each with 1:51.4. For 
the first time Jody was using the old coil 
springs on the Tyrrell instead of the new 
torsion-bar system. It was obviously an 
improvement and he was showing 
something more like his old form. Wil- 
son Fittipaldi had cut down his under- 
steer problem and moved up to 7th place 
behind Beltoise and Merzario, who had 
made a good showing to be 5th. 

The day of the race was perfect, with 
hot sunshine bursting through after a 
hazy early morning. Emilio Medici, Pres- 
ident of Brazil, arrived to make the 
inaugural opening in front of a capacity 


crowd. The race was due to start at 11:30 
a.m. and, untypical for Brazil, the flag 
fell on time. Everybody got away to a 
good start except Hunt, who was still 
suffering from a dodgy clutch. Reute- 
mann, making full use of his pole posi- 
tion, led through the first corner fol- 
lowed by Emerson Fittipaldi and then 
Merzario, who had made a perfect get- 
away from the third row to head 
Scheckter, Pace and Mass. 

The race immediately split up into two 
exciting dices, one between Reutemann 
and Emerson Fittipaldi for the lead and 
the other between Merzario and 
Scheckter for 3rd place. Jody was doing 
all he knew to get by the Iso-Marlboro 
because he did not want to lose touch 
with the leaders, who were gradually 
pulling away. Several times Scheckter 
drew alongside, but it was not until lap 
5 when Merzario missed a gear that Jody 
shot through and began to close visibly 
on the leading pair. 

Meanwhile, Emerson was pressing the 
Brabham all the way, and on lap 7 he 
managed to draw level and then slip past 
Reutemann who was soon obviously in 
trouble with a rough-sounding engine. 
Scheckter was closing fast and on the 
eighth lap he overtook the ailing Brab- 
ham, which completed only three more 
laps before blowing up. 

The question now was, could 
Scheckter close on Emerson’s Texaco- 
Marlboro? For some time the gap re- 
mained fairly constant, and at half-dis- 
tance Emerson had a lead of 10 sec. But 
he slowly began to draw away as Jody's 
tires began going off. He also had a 
dreadful vibration which was almost 
shaking the steering wheel out of his 
hands. Merzario was now running a fast, 
but lonely, 3rd. Pace. when in 4th place, 
had his fuel metering-unit cam slip to 
full rich and had to stop at the pits to 
have it put right. This put teammate 
Mass in 4th followed by a big dice be- 
tween Beltoise, Stuck and Wilson Fit- 
tipaldi—eventually resolved in Wilson’s 
favor. 

On the last lap Emerson nearly had 
a disaster when his engine began to 
misfire from lack of fuel: the race had 
been run at a faster speed than the 
Marlboro-Texaco team had anticipated. 
However, all was well and Emerson ac- 
quired his second successive victory in 
Brazil to the delight of the crowds, who 
in fact were far more orderly and quiet 
than at Interlagos. Scheckter was 2nd and 
Merzario, showing great promise for the 
Iso-Marlboro in the future, finished 3rd. 

I suppose everybody is wondering 
what the future is going to be for Fl 
World Championship racing this year. 
Well, at this moment it looks good. The 
South African GP, which had been can- 
celed, is now definitely set for a later 
date. 

The most doubtful race would seem 
to be the Belgian GP at Nivelles, but 


I don’t think this has anything to do with 
the energy crisis. Rather, the circuit is 
in some sort of financial trouble. It is 
likely that the length of each meeting 
will be cut down, probably by reducing 
the length of practice. It is already ru- 
mored that Monaco will only have two 
days of practice instead of three, and | 
for one would welcome this. 

To those who criticize racing’s taking 
place at all during the present fuel short- 
age, it must not be overlooked that the 
Venezuelans (who are the fourth largest 
oil producers in the world) have very 
kindly offered the FIA half a million 
liters of fuel to be used for the sport. 
Naturally the offer has been gratefully 
accepted. 


I HAD many replies to my offer of $100 
to the first person to spot my deliber- 
ate mistake in the German GP story of 
last November. 

I got great enjoyment reading the an- 
swers, nearly all of which might have 
been correct, and much amusement from 
some very witty letters. It was a little 
frightening in a way to find I have such 
critical and knowledgeable readers, but 
I suppose I asked for it. 

The deliberate mistake was “the flag 
dropped almost on time.” At the German 
GP they started the race not by dropping 
the flag but by raising it. The first home 
and therefore winner was Lawrence J 
Ludgus of San Francisco; he was fol- 
lowed by David Gray of Ontario, Can- 
ada and Charles E Ramos of New York, 
all of whom were bang on. Actually the 
flag thing was the only deliberate one 
of several mistakes. The most obvious 
one was the date of the race, which was 
posted as August 8th instead of the Sth, 
and most people picked this out. 

I do not take responsibility for the title 
of the race report, the date it takes place, 
the distance or the final list of results; 
all these are done by the R&T staff. I 
just write the story. Many readers men- 
tioned the fact that 14 laps of a 14.19-mi 
circuit is 198.66 mi, not 198.64 as printed, 
but the 14.19 mi is rounded off from 
14.189 so 198.64 is right. But Beuttler 
was driving a March 721G, not a 731, 
and that was a printing error. The spell- 
ing of Hillarius should of course be Hil- 
lairious, but I misspelled it in my report 
and the staff thought the spelling was 
Graham Hill’s intention. 

Many replies complained of the 
grammar of the sentence, “All this while 
Cosworth was on it’s holiday.” I know 
I am an illiterate writer, but somehow 
I did not feel this was quite me, so I 
looked up the original manuscript in my 
own handwriting and what I had actually 
written was “All this whilst Cosworth- 
Fords are on holiday.” How the other 
version arose I don’t know, but I don’t 
accept the blame. [A pure editorial over- 
sight, leaving the apostrophe in “its,” but 


naturally we would change the British 
construction— “whilst” and “‘are’’—to 
American style.—Ed.} 

Mistakes that I must accept which 
were not intended are that it should be 
called the Jo Siffert Prix Rouge et Blanc, 
not Rouge et Blanc Prix, and this was 
spotted by quite a few. Also, many an- 
swers were that Hill does not drive a 
UOP Shadow but an Embassy Shadow. 
This question is debatable: he bought 
it from UOP Shadow, so it could be 
called one, but it is of course entered 
by Embassy. I said that on the penul- 
timate or next-to-last lap Stewart had put 
in a quick one, which I could not under- 
stand as he had such a large lead. I was 
considering the lead over Ickx, as I did 
not consider teammate Cevert as op- 
position. 

Regarding cigarette advertising, I only 
know for sure that it was not allowed 
at the Nurburgring, but I am not certain 
of the reason. Six hundred and forty-five 
firemen was the figure I was told and 
I was willing to believe it. The fact is 
that there were 643 men and two women, 
which one reader can prove as he still 
has the red garters of the women. It is 
possible they were busy in the under- 
growth when I passed by. Anyway, I 
seem to be missing out somewhere. 

Several people accused me of not 
mentioning that James Hunt was not 
running and again I could not believe 
I would make an omission like this; so 
I referred to my original manuscript, 
which said “James Hunt in Lord Hes- 
keth’s March (was missing). The reason 
given was that Hesketh was holding a 
party, but I believe it was actually be- 
cause they were short of engines.” So 
this must have been cut out by R&T. 
Incidentally, Jochen Mass’s Surtees was 
white, although some people thought 
otherwise; and a blue flag, which is the 
correct one to warn you that somebody 
is trying to pass, was shown to Reute- 
mann as he passed the pits. I think 
maybe it was done by the clerk of the 
course, but it can be used by any official 
observer who has the right set of flags. 
For one disbeliever’s sake, I did actually 
see the Marlboro sign being torn off the 
back of Regazzoni’s overalls. 

The letter I enjoyed most was from 
J.E. Morris of Placentia, California: “I’m 
pleased to say that Rob Walker mis- 
spelled Nurnbergring (sic) in the caption 
beneath the first photo in the November 
article. ’'ve checked this with my Aus- 
trian wife and my Grandmother-in-law’s 
cigarette lighter. I hope this qualifies me 
for the $100 since I’m broke.” Well, I 
am afraid it was not incorrectly spelled 
so I fear he is still broke.

to the Stewart turnoff. 

The improved road was a sea of mud. 

A grader was busy unpacking the wet earth that trucks had 
packed hard. The only way to keep going was to press on the 
gas and slide. To stop would mean staying until the road dried. 
Turning the wheel sharply would get the car out of the furrows 
plowed by the handful of trucks that had passed since the 
grader. Knuckles turned white from gripping the wheel. Eyes 
scanned like a closed-circuit television focusing just in front 
of the car, looking for more solid ground, easing gently from 
the feel of squish to the feel of bog to a bit of traction to 
go on. The car was a marshmallow slowly sinking in a cup 
of hot chocolate. 

We slid to the turnoff at 5200 ppm (prayers per minute). 
They worked! The 39-mile road into town was in good shape, 
so good we could go 50. We didn’t. The Bear Glacier stopped 
us. We gawked. What else can you do when there’s a glacier 
dropping icebergs at your feet? A glacier isn’t just a big ice 
cube: it’s swirls of blue and white, striped like badly mixed 
paint, smooth as cake icing in places, with bumps and pits 
and cracks in others. The bottom leaks water—enough to form 
the Bear River. 

Apparently the car didn’t want to leave the glacier. It lurched 
violently and bucked, and I pulled over. After a bit of “hmm- 
ming,” we found that the distributor rotor needed replacing. 
We lurched into Stewart expecting a bit of a problem finding 
a Mercedes rotor in a town of 1500. Amazingly the local parts 
house had one. We tried a performance test. The performance 
was Camille. 

I pulled into the town 
shooting charts. 

“Ken, where’s the camera?” 

“In the car,” I replied from under the hood. “Why?” 

“Because there’s a bear about 25 feet . . . 20 feet behind 
you.” 

I prepared to move from under the hood to under the car. 
But the bear ignored us and sauntered to a trash barrel. | 
Sauntered into the car, and we sauntered quickly out of the 
park. beec

HE GASOLINE STATION attendant tried to hide his “Barnum 

was right, there’s one born every minute,” expression as 
he looked at our Mercedes-Benz 280SL. “You might have 
a bit of a problem going up to Stewart in that,” he said, topping 
off the tank. “It’s been raining for ten days, so all 1974 miles 
will be solid mud. Except for the jagged rocks, of course. 
Logging trucks break the rocks they go over instead of crush 
them, so I'd take three or four spares if I were going . . . which 
I wouldn’t of course.” 

At the edge of town, as far north as you can drive on paved 
highway in British Columbia, the Department of Highways has 
a warning. Instead of a nice abstract thought like “Abandon 
Hope, All Ye Who Enter Here.” the sign gives the depressing 
details. It tells travelers to take food for several days, winter 
clothing, sleeping bags, extra gasoline and spare tires, and to 
check with the Department to make sure the road is passable. 
To erase any lingering suspicions that you might actually make 
it from Hazelton to Stewart in the typical time of five-and-a-half 
hours, a footnote adds that one 18-mile section is closed from 
6:00 a.m. until 5:30 p.m. except for weekends and holidays. 
This is to make sure the flocked chicken that nods its head 
from your rear window doesn’t end up as a hood ornament 
on a Kenworth logging truck. 

Taking a sports car up a road like this might seem a bit 
foolish. Doing it after ten days of rain might even prove it. 
But a sports car makes you feel] that success depends on you 
instead of heavy-duty springs, 4-wheel drive or a winch. A sports 
car’s maneuverability lets you go around where a large sedan 
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might bog, bottom or break. The road measures your ability 
to judge conditions and fast reactions as well as your vehicle’s 
ability to respond. When everything was going right it was as 
though the roadster was going down the road on tiptoes. 

We went down the road 32 miles to the turnoff near Kitwanga 
and then headed north. An hour-and-a-half and 30 miles later 
we stopped at Kitwanga Lake, two miles from the closed section. 
It obviously wasn’t time to go on, as we could still make out 
the potholes before we hit them. 

We carefully stalked down to Kitwanga Lake so we wouldn’t 
disturb the wildlife but weren’t successful. A flock of Canada 
geese erupted as we arrived, honking as indignantly as motorists 
on the San Diego Freeway stopped during rush hour: then 
silence that sounded loud in contrast. The quiet rain echoed 
like a telegraphers’ convention, tapping Morse Code on water, 
firs, devil’s club leaves and our ponchos. 

At 5:30 we went on with the road only slightly more holey 
through the day-closed area. Twinriver Timber, which built 
the logging road and manages the area, had a sign at the north 
end saying we were safe. In celebration the road had a pothole 
festival. When dusk dimmed the holes we pulled over at Bonus 
Lake, which looks like a big beaver pond. 

Setting up camp in the rain is a test of one’s skill, as is fitting 
camping gear into a sports car. When we had a Triumph we 
found that saddlebags strapped to the bonnet helped. Owners 
of anything with wheels will find that backpacking gear makes 
car camping easier. If equipment fits on your back, it will 
usually fit in your car. We got the tent out, set it up, backed 
the car to it and unloaded foam pads, sleeping bags and cooking 
gear. Within a half hour after arrival we were dining on freshly 
prepared freeze-dried beef stroganoff and dry port. 

In the morning we ate breakfast while watching a beaver 
make ripples in the mirror-smooth lake, disturbing the matched 
images of mist, water and trees. The scene was not real. It 
was a Stage set left over from Brigadoon, dumped in the wilder- 
ness. 

The rain had stopped. The pothole puddles reflected the sky, 
bright blue patches on the dirt as we drove through lodgepole 
pines into logging slash thick with berry bushes. We went 
around a curve and a black bear was in the middle of the 
road. The cubs sauntered across as Mom stood guard. 

“Quick, Kathy, get out and take a picture.” 

“You want a picture? You get out.” 

“I'm driving.” 

“We're stopped.” 

“How about rolling down your window and taking it?” 

Too late. the bears were gone. We drove on to Cranberry 
Junction, where the second of three road signs we saw indicated 
Stewart with an arrow. To turn would take us southwest to 
a gasoline station just 28 miles away, then by an extinct volcano 
and eventually to Terrace on the main highway. It’s an alternate 
route north, just enough longer to make us glad we started 
at Kitwanga, where the provincial road now under construction 
will start. 

We pressed on, stopping only for Class A waterfalls, streams 
and views of the Nass River and Sideslip Lake. Slideslip Lake 
was still as a photo you’ve seen countless times on calendars, 
with lake reflecting fleecy clouds, green hills and firs. A penin- 
sula sticks out from one end with bare rocks showing through. 
The jolts and potholes were a small price to pay. 

From there afterward we made better time. When we reached 
the Nass River Bridge, 125 miles from Hazelton, we thought 
adventure was over. Across the bridge the provincial govern- 


ment had just completed an all-weather road for the ten miles >

TWO WANKEL SPORTS CARS 


Individuals are anticipating the future 
by swapping Mazda engines into roadsters

ERES A LITTLE quiz. What’s part 
German, part Japanese, part 
American and goes hmmmm- 

mmmmm? Give up? Simple, another 
Rod Simpson engine swap. Constant 
readers of R&T will remember Simpson 
as the Los Angeles policeman whose 
previous swaps included a Porsche 912 
with a Chevrolet V-8 (R&T August 1968) 
and a 914 with same (R&T December 
1970). This latest swap—a 1971 Porsche 
914 with an RX-2 rotary engine—benefits 
from Simpson’s previous swapping ex- 
perience, and even the Mazda folk we 
showed this car were impressed with the 
“from the factory” look to the conver- 
sion. As anyone who has tried to buy 
a rotary engine knows, they aren’t the 
easiest things to come by. sees s

HOUGH Simpson's is the only ro- 
“T  tary-engine sports car we know of 
with a “for sale” sticker in the 
window, its not the only Wankel- 
powered sports car running around 
Southern California. Purists will cringe 
in horror and disbelief at the sight (and 
sound) of Lotus owner Jim Gallagher’s 
superfast rotary-powered Series Three 
Super Seven. Gallagher, a fierce com- 
petitor and consistent winner in South- 
ern California Council of Sports Car 
Clubs slalom events, bought the car at 
the Lotus factory in 1968 while actually 
en route to the Jaguar factory for con- 
sideration of a new E-Type. In the en- 
suing years his Seven has undergone a 
series of mechanical improvements, two 
of which have been complete engine 
changes—first a 1588-cc Lotus Twin Cam 
in place of the original pushrod Cortina 
GT powerplant, and now a 1972 Mazda 
RX-2 rotary instead of the quick but 
somewhat temperamental Twin Cam. 
Designed as a project that would be 
reversible in case of unsatisfactory re- 
sults, the transplant took on some unique

Owning the world’s only “production” 
mid-engine rotary-powered sports car 
isn’t cheap—the base price of a Simp- 
son-converted 914 is $9400. This is steep 
when you consider that the basic 914 1.8 
sells for $5500 on the west coast, the 
2-liter 914 for $650 more and the 911 
4-speed coupe for $10,050. But there’s 
a less expensive route for current 914 
owners who are willing to tackle the 
conversion themselves. For about $400 
Simpson will sell you a kit including 
radiator mounts, transaxle brackets, fiy- 
wheel (less clutch) and adapter plate. 

With Simpson’s previous Porsche 
conversions we had some reservations 
about the durability of driveline compo- 
nents if the Chevrolet V-8’s substantially 
higher power and torque were used 
often. The rotary engine eliminates these 
worries: the RX-2 produces only 6 bhp 
more than the 2-liter VW and its peak 
torque is 13 |b-ft less. 

Physically this was not a difficult 
swap—the rotary fits in the 914’s engine 
compartment with few problems—but as 
with most swaps it’s the niggling little 
details that take most of the time. Simp- 
son spent about two weeks’ spare time 
installing the engine and the better part 
of a year getting everything to work. 

An adapter plate of 7075 aluminum

Simpson spent weeks poring 
over 914 and Mazda wiring diagrams. 
The Mazda engine and its cooling 
system add about 100 Ib to the weight 
of the car, enough to bias the weight 
distribution an extra percentage point 
toward the rear but not enough to re- 
quire compensation in the suspension. 
We encountered no bottoming or other 
ill effects from the added weight; the 
fact that Simpson had installed Koni 
shocks front and rear probably helped. 
How does it go? This car is more a 
look at the future than a way to trans- 
form the 914. The Mazda engine pro- 
duces only 6 bhp more than the 2-liter ®—> 


Mazda 4-speed transmission for several 
reasons. Most important were the gear 
ratios, which seemed too widely spaced 
compared with the Twin Cam’s quick- 
shifting, close-ratio gearbox. After some 
study Gallagher decided that the Cortina 
GT box offered an ideal compromise 
between the Twin Cam unit’s ultra-close ®»—> 
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VW and one doesn’t realize the quietness 
of an RX-2 Mazda because this car 
doesn’t have the insulation to obtain it. 
In fact, you learn how the engine really 
sounds; that “outboard motor” sound 
one hears only faintly in a Mazda is quite 
strong. There’s lots of fan noise too, 
because of the solid fan drive. If this 
much noise came through in an RX-2 
there wouldn’t be as much temptation 
to thrash it—you don’t go sailing up to 
the redline in this car without knowing 
the machinery is working. The usual 
Mazda backfires are there too, fright- 
eningly loud at times—not because of 
major changes in the exhaust system 
(Simpson uses the stock Mazda muffler 
and resonator) but because they're so 
close to you. However, between 30 and 
70 mph in the very tall 5th gear the fan 
noise recedes and a worthwhile 6-dBA 
reduction in noise level compared to the 
rather noisy 2-liter VW results. 

The rotary is considerably faster than 
either a 1.7 or 1.8 914 but about equal 
in performance to the 2-liter—the tor-

Up to 60 mph the time-to-speed curves 
for the 914 Rotary and a Mazda RX-2 
(a car of similar power-to-weight ratio) 
are almost identical. Above that the 914’s 
superior aerodynamics are a clear ad- 
vantage. Fuel economy is also about 2 
mpg better than the Mazda—again the 
lower drag gets credit, along with the 
tall top gear—but about 4.5 mpg worse 
than the miserly 2-liter VW.

Gallagher traded his original 3.55:1 final 
drive for shorter 3.90:1 gearing.

ing VW engines the gearing in the 914 
is just about perfect—the three lower 
gears provide good stoplight-to-stoplight 
acceleration, and 4th and 5th are for 
relaxed cruising. However, the gear 
spacing feels a bit too wide for the less 
torquey rotary and a final-drive ratio 
numerically higher than the standard 
4.43:1 would ‘probably be accepted 
without protest by the eager-revving 
Wankel engine. 

Should you buy one? That depends 
upon how much owning the first attain- 
able midship rotary-engine sports car 
means to you. As swaps go (and we are 
outspoken in our opposition to most of 
them) this is one of the best. Everything 
works as normally in a 914 except for 
a bit of clutch chatter on engagement 
from rest. The choke, too, was inoperative 
in this first car, but in our mild coastal 
California winter it wasn’t needed. The 
entertainment value of a hybrid like the 
914 Rotary is something on which it’s 
hard to place a dollar value. It’s tremen- 
dous fun cranking the engine—the 
cranking sounds stock with the VW 
Starter—and then watching the startled 
look on the face of passengers when you 
stand on the throttle hard and spin the 
tach needle ‘way beyond the VW’s 
5600-rpm redline, the engine making an 
incredible waaaaaaa sound.

well as its fine-tuning potential, unavail- 
able with the Mazda carburetor. The 
manifold used for the Weber comes out 
and around the diagonal frame support 
that stretches over the engine. Though 
critical in terms of diameter, the mani- 
fold length was limited by how the 
Weber could best be fitted within the 
engine compartment. Tuning the Weber 
to the Wankel was an arduous project 
which brought about experimental 
manifold-tubing diameters, varied car- 
buretor throat sizes, and needle and float 
changes among the usual jetting correc- 
tions. The best combination was found 
to be 1%-in.-diameter tubing for the 
manifold runners and a throat size of 
32 mm. 

As it stands today Gallagher’s Lotus- 
Mazda Super Seven is about 16 Ib lighter 
than before the transplant, has more 
even weight distribution, boasts a 10- 
percent increase in power compared to 
the Twin Cam and offers a usable power 
range from 3000 to 7500 rpm—a gain of 
1000 rpm. Gallagher is the current 
SCCSCC slalom champion in the “Spe- 
cials” class (the fastest one) and his wife 
holds the identical title for women—all 
for about $1000 and a bit of Yankee 
ingenuity.

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Los Angeles'Auto Expo: 
A UNIQUE CAR SHOW IN AMERICA

HERE IS A school of thought that automobile shows are an 

endangered species, that their ultimate extinction is only 

a matter of time. And certainly the three-ring hoopla 
extravaganzas of the late 1950s and early 1960s are gone: that 
was the golden age (of a sort) of auto shows in this country. 
The manufacturers were involved to the tune of millions of 
dollars a year. Advanced styling departments were locked in 
a titanic struggle to outdo the competition, to produce the 
wildest prototypes, to come up with the most outlandish gim- 
micks. Remember the Cadillac convertible that would raise its 
own top if a single drop of water fell on the seats? 

As soon as one show closed each manufacturer would button 
up its lighted, mirrored, revolving. luminescent, candy-colored 
displays, replace the stolen cigarette lighters in the production 
cars and troop off to the next show in a caravan of trucks 
and trailers. They started in New York and on the way west 
staged their dog-and-pony acts for folks in Boston, Cleveland. 
Detroit, Chicago, St Louis. Kansas City -.. and the folks loved 
it. Those were the innocent years. Detroit had not been legis- 
lated into the posture of devoting its time. energy and money 
to protecting our bodies and the air we breathe. There was 
little concern for anything but selling automobiles. To that end 
each manufacturer's styling studio and public-relations office 
had free rein, and auto shows were where they met in open 
combat. 

In that period fins and chrome and annual change were the 
thing. You knew your two-year-old Biscayne was going to bear 
only a faint resemblance to the latest offering and you could 
say, “Look at that. Martha. That Windwhistle Silverside over 
there. That's what we'll be able to buy in a few years. Holy 
jeez, it’s got a tinted bubble roof and electric doors.” And if 
you tired of milling through the displays and lugging around 
40 pounds of brochures, plastic rain bonnets and cardboard 


mileage computers you could drift over to the stage where twice 
each evening dancing bears, tightrope walkers and some of the 
biggest names in show business were on hand for your enter- 
tainment. 

That’s all gone now. Talk to a manufacturer of show cars 
and he'll come back with oxides-of-nitrogen limits. Ask about 
the styling studio and he'll want to show you the emissions 
lab. Auto shows still exist, of course, but they are cut-rate 
replicas. No way can a local dealers’ organization hope to match 
the old Roman circuses. Ask your neighbor to accompany you 
to an auto show today and chances are he'll say why bother 
with the drive, the parking and the walking when he can see 
all the new cars he wants on television? They all look like 
last year’s models anyway. 

How, then, can we explain away a certain West Coast phenom- 
enon—Auto Expo in Los Angeles—that not only survives but 
grows each year? Probably we can’t, but we can talk about 
what is going on there and maybe get a new slant or two on 
the future of auto shows. 

Auto Expo is a show for imported cars only. The rule may 
be the natural result of several years of the import dealers’ 
being shoved to the back of the domestic-car shows: of setting 
up two-car Austin and Hillman and Renault Dauphine displays 
in the darkened tunnels leading to the main show area. Maybe 
its good old American Getting Even, but you won’t find any 
Detroit products at Auto Expo. 

“For a long time we really wanted Corvette in the show.” 
says Expo co-founder Rick McBride, “but they wouldn’t even 
discuss the possibility. Now who needs it?” 

McBride and his partner in Expo, Bob Topaz, Staged their 
first show in 1967 and have been together on the project since. 
That first year they drew 40,000. In 1973 78,000 people trooped 


through the Los Angeles Convention Center to dream and to ®>

One thing that has been a strong drawing card for 
Expo, and where this show goes one-up on every other show 
in the country. is in displaying prototype show cars from 
abroad—the ones you read shioat appearing at Geneva, Paris 
or London but with the exception of Expo and perhaps the 
New York show never get to this country. Getting the prototypes 
is McBride’s work. 

“It all started in 1962 when I was taking a couple of months 
off from the advertising business to follow Formula | in Europe. 
photographing the races for Road & Track in fact. I got to 
know Farina and, through him. Ferrari's pu ublic relations chief 
Colombo. We in turn became good friends and introduced 
me to Bertone. Ghia and the rest. As i — out they were 
all rather anxious to display cars in the st tates but really w anted 
that personal contact before they committed themselves.’ 

So McBride could get the crowd-drawing prototypes from 
Italy's famous Carrozzerias. He also knew that many of the 
imported-car dealers in the Los Angeles area were equally 
anxious to display their cars in an auto show where they would 
be featured, not treated like poor relations. But great ideas 
sometimes require long gestation, not to mention hard dollar 
backing, so it was 1967 before McBride and Topaz opened 
the first show. “It was the first auto show in America.” McBride 
says with justifiable pride. “to present the latest prototypes from 
the London, Paris and Turin shows.”

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The list of prototypes and first-seen production cars over 
the years reads like a Who’s Who of the industry: from Pinin- 
farina and Ferrari the 365P, Dino prototype, P5 prototype, 512S, 
Modulo and Sigma “Grand Prix” car; from Bertone the Lam- 
borghini Marzal, Alfa Romeo Carabo, the Panther, Lancia 
Stratos and—for the show this year, May 17-27—the Ro80-based 
Trapeze; from Ital Design the Manta, Porsche Tapiro, Maserati 
Boomerang, Alfasud Caimano and for this year’ the Lotus 
Esprit; and from Ghia the Mangusta prototype, Vallelunga, 
Zanda and Deauville. The star of the show last year was the 
BMW Turbo. So Expo has prototypes. They may help, but 
they can’t be the only reason the show continues to be successful. 

“The people who come to Expo are genuinely interested in 
foreign cars,” McBride says, “and they haven't already seen 
them all on television. They come to buy as well as look. At 
Expo all the cars are unlocked. People can sit in them, feel 
them.” 

Topaz adds, “Expo is a showcase. We're not the biggest: 
we re just small and beautiful. The importers feel they're getting 
their money’s worth and so do the people that come to the 
show. When they leave they don’t feel they've been screwed 
by the promoters.” 

Topaz also explains that the number of people through the 
gate isn’t as important as the quality of the crowd. “You could 
go all-out with special promotion and advertising and draw 
in a lot of kids and older people who would just be sightseers. 
That's the old numbers game. We go for quality, not quantity.” 

The quality of the usual Expo crowd is apparently high. Most 
fall into the 16-to-40 age group and many of them are buyers. 
something that pleases ‘the importers. For example, at a recent 
Expo V olksw agen sold 31 cars on the show floor, and last year 
Rolls-Royce found homes for seven cars. With results like that 
it's no wonder the importers are pleased. 

So Auto Expo prospers as a major show in a major met- 
ropolitan area. Certainly there are other auto shows around 
the country and their promoters may well be turning a nice 
piece of change with them. But in an era when auto shows 
are more semi-dull collections of Detroit's latest offerings than 
the happenings they were in the past, Auto Expo continues 
to offer a bit of the old flair. Dancing bears and tightrope 
walkers are gone from auto shows, but they aren’t missed at 


Auto Expo. 
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U.S. Road-Racing Circuits—Fourth in a Series 


Laguna Seca 


In 1956 THE famous Pebble 
Beach Road Races were 
discontinued, but an en- 
thusiastic group of Mon- 
terey Peninsula business- 
men and civic leaders, 
many of whom had never even seen a 
road race, felt the area should continue 
to host races of international stature. The 
search began for a suitable site for a road 
course. A natural bowl formation on the 
U.S. Army’s nearby Fort Ord installa- 
tion turned out to be the best site in the 
area, and after some frantic negotiations 
with the government a lease was drawn 
up. The course would be run by the 
newly formed Sports Car Association of 
the Monterey Peninsula (SCRAMP) and 
all revenues would go to charity. Two 
months after the lease signing SCRAMP 
had graded and paved a race track on 
the site and the first races were held at 
Laguna Seca in November 1957. Since 
then Laguna has hosted every major 
road-racing series in the country and 
SCRAMP has donated more than $1 
million to charity. 


The Track 


Seer SECA is a single-configuration 
track 1.9 mi long. Its nine turns 
cover an elevation change of 250 ft with 
a maximum upgrade of 14 percent (be- 
tween Turns 5 and 6) and a maximum 
downgrade of 21 percent through the 
famous Corkscrew between Turns 6 and 
7). The longest straight is 1493 ft. There 
is One combination auto-pedestrian 
bridge for access to the infield, but dur- 
ing lulls in racing activity the track is 
opened at several locations for walking 
access to the infield. 

The only permanent seating is a few 
hundred bleacher seats along the front 
straight, but Laguna Seca has some of 
the best natural viewing areas of any 
track in the world. A large hill in the 
infield at the back of the course offers 
a commanding view of three-fourths of 
the circuit. Similarly, the front part of 
the circuit lies at the base of another 
large hill which provides great on-the- 
ground picnicking and viewing from the 
outside of the track. The favorite spot 
for photographers is the infield side of 
the track in the Corkscrew. 


Events 


HERE HAS been a major schedule 
D aiuttle at Laguna Seca this year. The 
track has decided to relinquish its tradi- 
tional mid-October Can-Am race. A 
Formula 5000 event may move into that 
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slot and a weekend of IMSA Camel GT, 
Goodrich Radial Challenge and VW 
Gold Cup Super Vee racing come in on 
May 11-12. There will be a weekend of 
excellent SCCA amateur races in June 
(the June Sprints), the Kawasaki Super- 
bike International in July and a NAS- 
CAR Western Grand National in Au- 
gust. This schedule is still flexible, so 
check with the track for definite dates 
as the season progresses. 


Tickets 


ICKET PRICES vary widely for the 

events. The track publishes a news- 
letter prior to every race which contains 
ticket prices and an order blank, sched- 
ules and other items of interest. You will 
receive the newsletter by writing Laguna 
Seca Racing News, Box 2078. Monterey. 
Calif. 93940. The best ticket bargain is 
the VIP Ticket, which includes general 
admission, paddock pass and grandstand 
seating for the weekend.

ROM THE San Francisco Bay Area 

take U.S. | south to the little 
crossroads village of Marina. Turn left 
on Reservation Road to Fort Ord.

From the Salinas area and south, fol- 
low state route 68 to the main ticket 
entrance. 

From Monterey and the Peninsula 
area use Canyon del Rey Blvd, then Fort 
Ord’s North-South Road and finally 
South Boundary Road to the track. 


Where to Stay 


HE MONTEREY Peninsula is one of 
the most popular vacation areas in 
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the country, and fine motels abound in 
and around Monterey and Carmel; but 
as at all tracks a few have become favor- 
ites of the race crowd. The Holiday Inn 
in Seaside, on U.S. 1, is very close to 
the track and about 25 yards from Mon- 
terey Bay. The Royal Inn is now official 
race headquarters.

MG BGT V8 


MG fans would love it, but 


it wont be available in the U.S. 
BY PAUL FRERE 


OR THE TIME being the V-8 version of the MG BGT is 


on sale on the British home market only. but however 
long you wa u apparen : never be able to buy 
one in the United States: British Leyland has decided it would 
be too expensive to make it comply with the innumerable rules 


it would be faced with before gettins into U S. dealers 
a 


showrooms. The American MG enthusiast is definitely the 
poorer for it, because with an engine of twice the Capacity of 
the original unit under its hood the V-8 is as much an MG 
as any MGB ever made while being infinitely better suited 
to American driving conditions and habits than the 4-cylinder 
version. In fact, it has direct American ancestry, for the alumi- 
num V-8 unit it has inherited from the Rover 3500—another 
British Leyland product—started life in 1961 pow ering the orig- 
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inal compact Buick Special, Olds F-85 and Pontiac Tempest. 
The \ version used in the MG is the latest ““detoxed” one with 
ts compression ratio lowered to 8.25:1 and an entirely new 
intake manifold aspirating from twin constant-depression 
Strombergs located at the rear end of the engine, so that not 
even a “power bulge” is required to squeeze the V-8 under 
the acne hood. Though it has twice the capacity of the 
four it does not deliver anything like twice its power; but its 
137 bhp DIN (about 131 SAE net) is enough to raise the MG’s 
performance into an altogether different “class. 
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no penalty in handling: the alloy V-8 is actually lighter than 
the four, though its heavier ancillaries end up slightly increasing 
the weight hidden under the hood. Uprated brakes are also 
responsible for the slightly higher overall weight of the V-8 
model. 

Other modifications are strictly related to the more powerful 
engine: they include a slight relocation of the rack-and- -pinion 
steering box and a univ ersal-jointed column to clear the engine, 
higher intermediate gear ratios, a standard overdrive, and stiffer 
rear springs—mainly to prevent axle windup with the increased 
torque, I suppose. The diameter of the front anti-roll bar has 
also been increased, presumably to maintain the front-to-rear 
roll-stiffness balance. Wheels with cast alloy centers and steel 
rims and a heated rear window are standard items on the V-8. 

No attempt has been made to otherwise update the basic 
model. which externally is still very pretty and quite modern 
but certainly could do with a better dashboard arrangement 
and less haphazard controls for the heating and ventilating 
system. I was happy to drive the car on a Teasonably warm 
day. for it proved impossible to get any heat worth mentioning 
from the heater, though it may only have needed bleeding. 
Personally I also like a proper 5th gear much better than an 
electrically controlled overdrive. Not only is it more reliable 
and entails a much smaller weight penalty, but it also seems 
guite illogical to me to control Sth gear in a way different 
from the other four. And if | must contend with an overdrive, 
then the switch should be in the gear-lever knob so that the 
gear lever and the overdrive switch can be manipulated simul- 
taneously: an overdrive stalk mounted on the steering column 
to be operated with the same hand as the gear lever is certainly 
the most absurd setup imaginable. And that’s what the B has. 

Even if nobody seems to take any notice of the overall 50-mph 
speed limit introduced in England because of the alleged fuel 
shortage, it was not possible for me to take any performance 
figures. But even though the V-8 is obviously a much better- 
than-average performer I was rather surprised when I went 
through the Moror road test and saw the car would do 0-60 
in 7.7 seconds, 0-100 in 23.4 sec and the standing quarter-mile 
in 15.8 sec, and a mean maximum speed of fractionally over 
125 mph. Subjectively the car feels slower than this, probably 
because the subdued V-8 burble makes the engine appear so 
lazy and also because the apparently quite heavy flywheel 
defeats spectacular fireworks in the lower gears. And as is often 
the case with a big, lazy engine in a comparatively light car. 
within certain limits it does not seem to make much difference 
which gear is selected. So it seems rather wasteful to have five 
ratios to choose from, though the gearchange itself with its 
short, precise movements and quick. unbeatable synchromesh 
deserves full marks. 

Though the ride is quite acceptable when the car is driven 
fast on good roads, indifferent country lanes show up the 
“vintage” character of the suspension and the ride becomes 
harsh. One wonders how much more it would have cost to 
adapt Jaguar E-Type rear suspension to the MG V-8. Handling 
and roadholding have not suffered, however. and though this 
basically 12-year-old design running on 5-inch-wide rims cannot 
be expected to offer the ultimate in cornering power, handling 
is nice and predictable, only slightly biased toward understeer 
but with plenty of power to hang the tail out if required. These 
good manners are enhanced by the accurate steering. which 
provides good feel and has (at last) exchanged its oversize 
Steering w vheel for a more reasonably sized, soft-rimmed one. 
Good feel is also provided by the servo-assisted brakes and 
heel-and-toeing is easy, but I had no chance to find out how 
hard the brakes can be used before they start to fade. 1 also 
liked the new pleated brushed nylon front seats. 

The engine installation is quite neat and important items 
are much more accessible than the shoehorning operation might 
suggest. Only the plugs are rather awkward to get at, and the 
hydraulic tappets make the removal of the cast aluminum valve 
covers unnecessary. 

For the rest, the car is known well enough to make further 
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descriptions unnecessary. though it should perhaps be recalled 
that the “+2” accommodation is strictly for small children over 
short dace and that the car See eee be RTS pecntally 
a 2-seater with a ample Tugga 
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Despite its livetionieg: and the typical British Leyland 
failure to update a car that is certainly still worth the effort, 
I could certainly live with this MG. It reminds me very much 
of the late lamented Ford V-8 engined Sunbeam Tiger. of which 
| accepted the obvious shortcomings in exchange for its endear- 
ing virtues. The main trouble with the MG is that even in 
its home market the same money (over $5500 in Britain) would 
almost buy a 3-liter Capri (nearly equaling its performance) 
and a Mini for shopping.

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NEW CAPRI RACING ENGINE 


Cosworth has designed a 4-cam V-6 of 
3.4 liters & 400 bhp

Touring Car Championship back 

from BMW, Ford has come up with 
a new V-6 racing engine of 3.4 liters 
based on the British unit used in the 
Consul/Granada and Capri. It was de- 
signed by Cosworth Engineering, and an 
output of 400 bhp at 8500 rpm is 
claimed. 
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T AN ATTEMPT to take the European 


Last year Ford finished a very clear 
2nd to BMW in the championship and 
kept on equal terms only by pushing the 
2.9-liter engine so hard that it failed too 
often. The Ford engines with their Wes- 
lake alloy heads were giving about 320 
bhp, whereas the BMW drivers had 375 
bhp on tap from their larger engines. 
But Ford didn’t wait to be beaten before 


deciding to get a new engine; they com- 
missioned Cosworth to design the engine 
in 1972. 

The new engine is a typical Cosworth 
stock-block design: all the internals are 
specially made for racing, there are four 
valves per cylinder and the twin over- 
head camshafts per bank of cylinders are 
driven by toothed belts. Unusual fea- 
tures include the provision for three 
sparkplugs per cylinder and the use of 
butterfly throttle valves instead of slides. 

Mike Hall, who was closely involved 
in the design of the Chevy-Cosworth 
engine, was responsible for most of the 
design work on this engine too. Although 
he has followed the Duckworth ap- 
proach of installing four valves in a 


compact combustion chamber at a nar- 
row included angle—40 degrees in this 
case—he has-used a different construc- 
tion for these heads. The head itself is 
fairly shallow and there is a separate 
carrier for each camshaft with separate 
covers. As a result, the appearance of 
the engine is quite different from that 
of the DFV Formula | engine, for ex- 
ample. Hall says that the heads are 
stiffer, machining is simpler, and “It 
looks like a racing engine anyway.” 

Because the 3.93-in. bores are so 
large—the stroke is only 2.85 in.—Hall 
thought they might encounter problems 
with too slow a flame speed, so he made 
provision for three sparkplugs for each 
cylinder. The three plugs can be installed 
in a row between the cam carriers. How- 
ever, tests showed that although the use 
of three plugs altered the ignition timing 
it did not affect the power output, so 
only one central plug is now used. 

Not only are the camshafts belt driven, 
but so are almost all the auxiliaries. 
There is one belt for each bank of cylin- 
ders, one of which is tensioned by the 
water pump, which it also drives. A slim 
belt from the crankshaft also drives the 
scavenge oil pumps, and a toothed belt 
from one camshaft drives the Lucas 
fuel-injection metering unit. 

These days nearly all racing engines 
have slide throttles, so it is interesting 
to see that butterflies are used on this 
one. There are two reasons for this: first, 
on a 60-deg V-6 like this the air intakes 
would need to be downdraft if throttle 
slides were used. This would entail the 
use of inlet tracts that bent back on 
themselves. Second, throttle slides can 
easily get jammed with dust and dirt, 
which can waste time in a race and is 
downright dangerous anyway. 

Will 400 bhp be enough to see off the 
BMWs? Ford reckons that for the same 
performance a Capri needs 50 bhp less 
than the BMW CSL and can’t see BMW 
getting 450 bhp from its engines. Even 
if BMW does, there is quite a lot more 
power locked up in the Ford engine, but 
Mike Hall is not too happy about the 
reliability of the stock block. One thing 
is certain: if we actually see any Euro-

AKE THE STILL Very advanced fea- 
tures of the Lotus 7 _ reduce its 


weight, add an automatic clutch 


and improve the aerodynamics—with 
angled side radiators and twin rear 
wings—and you have an extremely com- 
petitive new John Player Special for 
1974. The weight savings alone sh ould 
be worth at least half a second on most 
circuits and the automatic clutch, elec- 
trically operated, could well give an ad- 
vantage of a second or more. As a result 
of this, plus a few other little innova- 
tions, I shall be very surprised if Ronnie 
Peterson and Jacky Ickx aren her 
on the front row of the gnd at quite a 
few races this year—not to mention Ist 
and 2nd at the end of them. 

The basic layout of the new car, which 
has no Lotus type number but is known 
as JPS 9 (Ickx’s car presumably will be 
JPS 10) is very similar to that of the 72. 
Colin Chapman sums it up as follows: 
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“We've been considering aspects of 
design change for the last couple of 


years. Those which could be incorpo- 
rated into the type 72 were incorporated, 
but some couldn’t be—to do so would 
have required fundamental changes so 


these had to be shelved. The philosophy 
behind the design concept was to take 
the best parts of the 72, the parts we 
felt had been of advantage to us— 
primarily the fundamental dimensions 
of the car, weight distribution, aerody- 
namic layout, the systems of suspension 
and ride control—and build them into 
a newer concept of car which was at the 
same time stronger and lighter than the 
old one. In four years the 72 had under- 
gone considerable development, and 
such development always tends to incur 
extra weight. There are one or two fea- 
tures we are bringing out with this new 
car. such as the two-pedal control, the 
aerodynamic system, the new cooling 
system and the new fuel system, but it’s 
more a question of bringing together 
ideas and thoughts on new racing-car 
features for the first time into a complete 
vehicle. I think these, together with the 
lighter weight and the proven mechani- 
cal features of the 72, will give the new 
car a really competitive edge in the 
hands of our two drivers.” 

The main carryovers from the 72 are 
the all-inboard brakes—which are liable 
to get a lot of extra work as a result of 


two-pedal driving—and the variable-rate 
compound torsion-bar suspension. The 
braking system is still by Girling, even 
though they have officially withdrawn 
from. racing. The front suspension is 
taken directly from the 72 and has anti- 
dive geometry; the rear end is similar 
to that of the earlier car (albeit with twin 
top links and a single lower one) but 
has fabricated uprights and a new type 
of center-lock wheel mounting. W heel- 
base is slightly longer, at 101 inches; 
track is wider (58 in. front, 62 in. rear) 
and 12-in.-diameter front wheels with 
10-in. rims are fitted as standard. (They 
were tried several times on the 72 but 
were never actually used in a race.) The 
13-in. rear wheels now have rims of no 
less than 19 inches width, same as those 
used on the 72 in Argentina and Brazil. 

The most significant new feature of 
the car is probably the clutch, which can 
be operated either conventionally by a 
foot pedal or electrically via a switch on 
the gear-lever knob. The latter actuates 
a relay which causes the starter motor 
to spin in reverse (yet another example 
of Lotus using a component for more

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IN A NAME? 


For the carmakers of the world, money!

manufacturers generally identified their different 

models with a letter or a number. The most common 

practice with numbers was generally to tie in with the horse- 

power rating of the car. It was a very straightforward business 
then, but with high stakes and a lot of dismal failures. 

In the years before World War I, one of the first companies 
to use a special name for a particular model was Stutz. Start 
talking today with any man over fifty about the Stutz, and 
ten to one he will bring up the name Bearcat. Now, only a 
part of Harry Stutz’s cars were Bearcat models; yet half a 
century later this model name is well remembered. The Stutz 
Bearcat was a fine sports car, with lots of flash for its day, 
and the name Bearcat summed it all up beautifully. The name 
was carried into the 1920s on a modified Stutz roadster that 
today brings back the image of raccoon coats, the hip-pocket 
flask and the flapper of the Prohibition era. 

In the mid-Twenties the Jordan was quite an ordinary car. 
Jordan Motor Car Company of Cleveland built very little of 
the car in their own shops; it bought all the major sub- assemblies 
from outside suppliers and simply assembled the cars. This was 
a common practice in the early years and is still fairly common 
in Britain, but it seldom resulted in the best products. What 
Jordan did have going for it was its President, Ned Jordan, 
who has been credited with outstanding ability for merchandis- 
ing- He named the sport roadster the Playboy and wrote ads 
that were classics in their time. His best-remembered ad for 
the Playboy was “Somewhere West of Laramie. . . .” which 
sold the fun of owning a Jordan Playboy rather than just the 
nuts and bolts. Almost immediately the Playboy name caught 
on; it proved to the industry that it had been missing a good 
bet. But the success of the Playboy wasn’t enough to keep the 
company afloat very long after the 1929 stock-market crash 
and Jordan gave up the ghost in 1931. 

Another well-known American sports car (or rather a sports 
roadster to today’s purist) was the Kissel, built in Hartford, 
Wisconsin. Kissel’s most famous model, although they built 
sedans and coupes, was the White Eagle Speedster. As with 
Stutz and Jordan the name did a great deal to give romance 
to the car in the motoring public's eyes. 

In these earlier days the model name did not appear anywhere 
on the car but merely showed up in the printed ads or in the 
beautifully prepared sales catalogs. It wasn’t until the late 1930s 
that the practice of hanging model or series names on the cars 
came into general use. When it did, though, most of the manu- 
facturers really got carried away. 

An interesting marketing concept got its start during the 


W == THE U.S. automobile industry was in its youth most 
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depression years 1930 to 1934: in the low-price field a Standard 
and a De Luxe model were offered. Both series were basically 
the same car, but where they differed was that the De Luxe 
series usually had twin horns, two inside sun visors, dual tail- 
lights and two independently operated windshield wipers. To 
keep the price down the maker gave the Standard series only 
one of these “accessories.” The Standard ‘ ‘plain Jane” also had 
a cheaper grade of interior trim and usually a bit less bright 
trim on the outside of the car, such as a painted windshield 
frame rather than chrome, which was reserved for the De Luxe 
series. This marketing strategy gave the dealers a price-leader 
for advertising and fleet sales—but the average buyer was 
usually upgraded into the De Luxe model. This system worked 
very well, and by the late 1930s the low-priced three (Ford. 
Chevrolet and Plymouth) began to put De Luxe in script or 
block lettering on each side of the hood of their premium 
models. Obviously. for the poor guy who couldn't come up 
with the extra “scratch” for a De Luxe model, it would have 
been doing him a disservice to brand his nice, new car with 
the degrading name Standard, so the plain ones were just called 
Ford or Plymouth. 

This system for the low-priced cars worked so well that in 
194] the manufacturers took it one step farther and came out 
with a third, even fancier, series still based on the Standard 
chassis. This new top series became either the Super De Luxe 
or the Special De Luxe. Of course this downgraded the De 
Luxe series to a less than top-of-the-line rank. The public lapped 
it up and sales boomed in 1941. Pearl Harbor brought every- 
thing to a screeching halt on December 7, 1941 and the industry 
Started to convert to war production, but this little game was 
to find a new level in the 1960s. 

After the war was over, the car manufacturers got back into 
production with basically the same 1942 models they had been 
building when they closed down. After about three years of 
a wild seller's market while the pent-up urge to buy new cars 
was being satisfied, all-new postwar models began to come off 
the assembly lines from the Big Three. Several of the indepen- 
dents, such as Studebaker and Kaiser-Frazer, had come out 
a year or two earlier with all-new models. And as all these 
postwar cars went on sale, the series naming game in the 
industry really got into high gear. 

The popular “hardtop convertible” coupes introduced by the 
General Motors divisions in 1949 each had an exotic name 
to help entice buyers. Chevrolet came up with the Bel Air, 
Pontiac the Catalina and Buick the Riviera; these were some 
of the first to pick names of places. Olds chose Holiday and 
Cadillac turned to the carriage trade for the name Coupe de 


Ville. No sooner had these models hit the highways than the 
rest of the Detroit copywriters started a concentrated hunt 
through world atlases and dictionaries in search of names of 
other faraway places to further excite the buyers and, of course, 
to compete with General Motors. It mattered not that most 
of the people who bought these cars probably hadn’t the foggiest 
notion whence their cars’ names came. As far as many were 
concerned, their car carried the same name as their favorite 
bowling alley or local pub. In fact, for the customer in Gary, 
Hamtramck or Hackensack, names like Bel Air or Riviera 
probably gave quite a lift. 

The list of place names that have been used on American 
automobiles is a long one and reads a bit like an airline bro- 
chure. Would you care to take a trip? 

From Europe we have Monaco, Monte Carlo, Biarritz, Calais, 
Capri and Lido, to name but a few. If you’d like to head for 
the tropics, the industry has offered Caribbean, Panama, Mon- 
tego, Nassau and Bermuda. The names of posh resorts in the 
continental U.S. have included Saratoga, Greenbrier, Newport 
(east or west), Biscayne and Southampton. And when the co- 
pywriters began to trip over each other, they turned to the best 
U.S. suburbs they could think of, I might add without showing 
very much imagination. We have had Mainline (Philadelphia), 
Cranbrook, Belvedere and Malibu—plus a few spots which may 
have seen better days, like Hollywood and Pasadena. 

Another long list, which for want of a better handle we might 
call “titles,” includes President, State President, Statesman and 
Diplomat. Believe it or not, there was even a Dictator, which 
lasted until a year before the most infamous dictator of all 
time marched into Poland in 1939! The writers even turned 
back the clock to Roman times to come up with names like 
Patrician and Centurion. But of all the titles that have ever 
been used there was one that was a real gem—Executive. What 
a coup: just picture some poor guy in a big office who for 
[5 years or so has been passed over for promotion; he goes 
out and buys a car with inch-and-a-half chrome block letters 
on each front fender that proclaim to the-world out there E-X- 
E-C-U-T-I-V-E. Wow! 

Royalty has taken its lumps in the great naming game, too, 
with such names as Imperial, Windsor, Royal, Royale, Crown, 
Coronet and White Prince. And it was also to be expected that 
cars have been named for various races where they would have 
had as much chance of winning as a bat boy cutting a 3-base 
hit in the World Series: Monza, Sebring, Le Mans and Daytona. 
(Monza and Daytona have also been applied appropriately.) 

A very interesting, significant and zany category of car series 
names that has been used might be classified as “characters.” 


Everyone enjoys being an individual. So some of these names 
have been popular characters, but then there are others. Scamp, 
Rogue and Rebel: do these have a somewhat anti-social ring? 
Country Squire is supposed to create the image that the owner 
of the car rides to the hounds on a regular basis, or at least 
owns a string of polo ponies, and probably lives on a baronial 
estate. On the other hand it seems quite appropriate that cars 
carry such names as Nomad, Vagabond or Commuter, par- 
ticularly if they happen to be used for vacations or hauling 
folks back and forth to work. Not all are so innocent: some 
of the names we have classified as characters—Viking, Corsair 
and Commando—may conjure up a bit of bloodletting. But 
consider the real meaning of the name Matador. The literal 
translation of this Spanish name for a bullfighter means one 
who slaughters. It’s a good thing we don’t have too many people 
around who understand Spanish that well! 

Animals and birds have always been a good source for names. 
Horses, cats and birds lead this list, with a few other stray beasts 
like Kangaroo and Cobra thrown in. There were also a few 
unfriendly insects, such as Hudson’s Hornet and Wasp. And 
it does seem a bit far out now, 20 years later, to remember 
that Hudson saw fit to offer a Super Wasp. 

I mentioned the downgrading of De Luxe to middle-of-line 
status before the war. This process really got going in the 1960s 
and is far from dead today. Remember Bel Air? It was the 
star of the Chevrolet line in 1950, the only “hardtop convertible” 
Chevrolet offered. Today Bel Air is the absolute bottom of 
the big Chevrolet series. And Impala, which was brought in 
on top of the Bel Air many years ago to be the new top-of-line, 
has been worked down to second spot. Likewise, Fairlane was 
brought in as a top-line Ford, was worked down the line of big 
Fords, transferred out the bottom to the new “intermediate” 
Ford introduced in 1961 and today has been pushed right out 
of the bottom of that line as Torino (which was introduced 
as a fancier Fairlane) has become plain Torino, Gran Torino 
and Gran Torino Brougham! There are many more examples 
of this in the marketing of recent American cars. 

What about numerical names? Not all of them are simple 
codes for mechanical specifications, devoid of marketing 
image-making. The number of ways carmakers have found to 
tell us their cars have eight cylinders (Greater 8, Straight 8, 
Advanced Twin Ignition 8, Eight-in-Line) is remarkable, and 
references to top speed (XK-120, Hundred) appeared now and 
then. But perhaps the most grotesque use of a number was 
on the Electra 225, where the number stood for the car’s overall 
length in inches! 


Names get shifted around and revived often. In recent years > 
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Ford has moved the Falcon name from a compact to an inter- 
mediate, using that name briefly for a low-price version of the 
Fairlane before dropping it entirely—at least for the time being. 
And the Cougar name has been transferred from a Mustang 
derivative to a luxury version of the Montego, which is the 
series left after the name Comet was pushed out the bottom. 
But then Comet has been revived for a newer compact. And 


so it goes. 


Figuring that there have been more than 470 different model 
or series names used on automobiles over the years, it's easy 
to understand the desperation that must set in when yet another 
new car must be launched with a unique name. The manufac- 
turer must find a name that either isn’t currently being used 
or an old name that has been registered by another company. 
In the latter case it is then up to the legal department to arrange 
for clearance, which can be a bit costly. For these many reasons, 
the people charged with finding another new name have

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combed books on astronomy, mythology and aviation. They've 
reviewed long lists of names of ships, and run the range of 
weapons and missiles.

When you study the long list of names that have been used 
down through the years you will find a few that were, or are, 
quite apt. But most of them range from nonsense to out-and-out 
lunacy. Just imagine coming home with a brand-new car and 
telling your friends and relatives that you have just bought 
a Streamline Torpedo, or that your new station wagon has an 
honest-to-God Super Powered Super Red Ram engine under 
the hood! Don’t laugh. These were both names used to help 


sell cars by two manufacturers who are still very much in 
business. 

Just for kicks, and to test your automotive knowledge, see 
how many of these model, or series, names you can match 
up with the car make or makes they belong to. Some of the 
following names have been used by more than one make of 
car and will also pop up on an import car from time to time. 
Other names started out as series names and later became a 
cars nameplate or vice versa. 

For the correct answers to these names see page 100. And 
when you've had your fun, be glad that some cars are still 
called 2000 or 610. But don’t bet on a future of such simple, 
down-to-earth numbers. The field is wide-open now. for a whole 
new crop: Ecology De Luxe, Super Low Emission, Energy 
Saver, Personal Rapid Transit, Safety 40—40 being the safe crash 
speed, of course.

sturdy, practical transportation. But Volvos can also 

be fun to drive. All it takes is the right combination 
of performance accessories—as we discovered after a week of 
driving and testing a pair of modified Volvos. We tried a highly 
modified 1971 142E from Import Parts Distributing Company 
(2762 NE Broadway, Portland, Oregon 97232; 503 287-1179) 
and a 1974 142 equipped with a few of the numerous heavy- 
duty, off-road and competition parts now offered by Volvo 
through its Competition Service Department (1955 190th St, 
Torrance, Calif., attention: Wayne Baldwin: 213 770-1550). 

Import Parts Distributing is probably an unfamiliar name to 
all but hardcore Volvo competitors. A small group of dedicated 
enthusiasts, IPD has been involved with Volvos since the early 
1960s, starting with a 544 at the drags and progressing to a 
fuel-injected 1800 coupe for road racing. In 1965 IPD sponsored 
a 122S that won the B-Sedan title in SCCA’s Northern Pacific 
Division, raced another B sedan in 1969 and ran an E-Produc- 
tion 1800 in 1970. Currently in the works for sedan racing is 
a 142, a car IPD thinks will make the most competitive Volvo 
race car to date. 

Because no serious factory-supported or even independent 
Volvo racing effort existed in this country prior to IPD’s in- 
volvement, they had to pretty much start from scratch in de- 
signing and building competition equipment. But a wealth of 
experience and information IPD has gained the hard way—on 
the race track—has resulted in the development of a complete 
line of parts and accessories for improved performance. The 
IPD catalog lists special engine components such as valves, 


Mes VOLVO AND most people think of nothing but 
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cylinder heads, forged pistons, oil-pan baffle, cams and valve 
springs; and chassis components such as front anti-roll bars 
and adjustable rear bars, special coil springs for race and rally, 
and polyurethane suspension bushings for fine-tuning the 
chassis. To get that extra power to the ground IPD sells lim- 
ited-slip differentials, wide wheels, special gear ratios and over- 
drive units plus heavy-duty clutches and light aluminum fly- 
wheels. If you're a competition-minded Volvo owner get the 
catalog; it’s a dollar well spent. 

According to IPD the stock Volvo drivetrain and suspension 
are so strong that generally no reinforcing or special materials 
are necessary, making a Volvo one of the least expensive cars 
to prepare for racing. That's why many parts are absent from 
the IPD catalog: heavy-duty connecting rods, rocker arms and 
crankshafts to name just three. However, if you need specific 
information on some component or modification not listed in 
the catalog, IPD suggests you phone for technical advice: until 
5:30 PM PDT weekdays and until noon on Saturday for you 
weekend tinkerers. 

Volvo’s Competition Service Department was announced 
about a year ago but is just now reaching the stage where dealers 
nationwide are aware of the program and have received a copy 
of Volvo’s very complete Competition Service Catalog. The 
first part of the book is devoted to FIA homologation papers 
on the various Volvo models so that you can determine exactly 
which modifications and parts are legal. Next comes a section 
on competition parts, including engine tuning kits, exhaust 
systems, limited-slip differentials, suspension components, skid 
plates for off-road excursions, racing bucket seats, instruments 


——— 


and gauges, fiberglass body panels and just about every nut 
and bolt you could possibly need to rebuild your Volvo from 
the ground up. The last section contains detailed performance- 
tuning information for the current B20 engine: specifications. 
running adjustments and several photos to explain procedures 
and point out exactly which nuts and screws to adjust and by 
how much. Although not every dealer has an inventory of 
competition parts, each does have a copy of the Competition 
Service Catalog and can quote prices and order parts from the 
Competition Service Department in California. Rather than 
attempt to list all the parts available, we suggest any interested 
Volvo owner visit his local dealer and ask to see the competition 
parts catalog. 


Iwo Examples 


6 & DEMONSTRATE how well a Volvo can go, ride and handle 
Dick Gordon and Rich Meyer of IPD journeyed down from 
Oregon in Gordon’s 142E sedan. At the same time we arranged 
to borrow from Volvo Western Distributing a stock 1974 142GL 
(a road test of the car appeared in our April issue) and a mildly 
tuned 142 equipped with a few of the pieces listed in the 
Competition Service Catalog. The parts fitted to each of the 
tuned cars and the cost is found in the Performance Equipment 
table. The test-data table follows with a comparison of the three 
cars for acceleration, braking and handling. Keep in mind that 
the engines in both of the tuned cars bear no relation to ones 
that would meet anyone’s emission laws, so we really can’t 
recommend these modifications for anything except competi- 
tion and other off-highway work.

Performance modifications to Volvo’s 142 consisted of a rally 
camshaft, headers and a 4.56:1 final drive. The camshaft proved 
a mixed blessing, improving top-end performance but sacrific- 
ing low-speed tractability and throttle response. If the stock 
compression ratio is to be retained (as it was in this instance) 
one of the milder Volvo cams with less overlap would probably 
be a better choice. We had mixed reactions to the final drive 
ratio as well: it’s an advantage for drag-racing starts but is 
too high numerically for comfortable freeway cruising even at 
55 mph. For highway usefulness it should be combined with 
overdrive. ; 

For improved handling, wider alloy wheels, 185-15 radials 
(Pirellis, in place of the stock 165-15 Michelin ZXs), stiffer 
front springs and a larger front anti-roll bar were installed. 
Roll, notoriously bad in Volvo sedans, was considerably reduced 
by the springs and bar; and for some reason the steering became 
noticeably lighter as well as more precise. The stiffer front 
springs reduced Volvo’s characteristic oversteer too, but also 
introduced some pitching; we suggest purchasing matching rear 
springs to reduce this tendency. This would of course restore 
the oversteer—not necessarily a bad thing. 

Stopping distances were an enigma. Panic stops from 80 mph 
were no better than stock and from 60 mph took 15 feet longer. 
The stiffer front springs result in much less dive and better 
control and the wider wheels and tires should help too, so 
perhaps the Pirellis despite their larger size didn’t deliver the 
stopping traction of the Michelins. There’s no questioning the 
modified Volvo’s advantage in handling, however: both the 


lateral acceleration and slalom speeds are great improvements »—>

over the 142GL’s capabilities. 
The highly modified IPD Volvo was, as expected. consid- 
erably quicker than either of the other two cars. For one thing, 
valvetrain modifications allowed the engine to be revved to 
7000 rpm. We shifted at 6800 to be on the safe side, but there’s 
usable power all the way to the redline and yet *the engine 
is very tractable at low speeds as well. An interesting modifica- 
tion, and one unique to IPD as far as we know, is an adjustable 
computer box for the Bosch electronic fuel injection. For $75 
IPD will modify a standard “black box” so that the mixture 
can be adjusted by the driver from 10% lean to 30% rich in 
increments of 5%. This allows the fuel-air ratio to be set—while 
driving—for maximum economy on the street or for maximum 
power when racing. Twisting the dial as we drove, we could 
feel the difference: the engine would begin to surge if we went 
too lean and would accelerate more strongly with a rich setting. 

Though the increased power makes the IPD Volvo a much 
more responsive car to drive, it’s the suspension modifications 
that work the greatest transformation on the Volvo’s character. 
To appreciate what IPD has achieved you have to be an enthu- 
siast: the ride with the shorter, stiffer IPD coil springs, 6%4-in.- 
wide American Racing Eq juipment 200-S aluminum wheels and 
Semperit 185/70-15 radials is definitely on the firm side. It’s 

not uncomfortably harsh. however, even over rough roads as 
we'd normally expect with suspension that’s been both low ered 
and stiffened. IPD credits the Bilstein gas-pressure shock ab- 
sorbers for the Volvo’s fine ride and R&T concurs. Good things 
have happened to the steering and brakes also. Normally vague 
and rather unresponsive, the Volvo’s steering with the IPD mods 
is positive and direct with no lost motion, so the car was easy 
to drive fast and smoothly th rough our slalom course. Improve- 
ments in braking result from a combination of factors: the stiffer 
springs, which reduce front-end dive, the wider Semperit tires 
and the Repco brake pads. 

Gordon’s Volvo didn’t disappoint us on the skidpad either: 
a lateral acceleration of 0.785 puts the car among a select group 
of expensive sports cars. And its transient behavior is even more 
impressive. The car has excellent balance with flat, neutral 
response changing to mild, controllable oversteer as the limit 
is reached. Most important, this car was more at home on twisty 
roads than any other Volvo we have driven. 

Normally, in an Improved Performance article we list all 
the manufacturers we know of who have equipment available 
for the make. In this instance we've already done this and refer 
you to our earlier article (March 1971 R&T) on improving the 
performance of Volvos. 

The modified Volvos R&T tested are only two examples of

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Champions was important to each 

of the 12 drivers who.met at River- 
side for the three qualification races. It 
was money and prestige, the greatest ego 
foods in the world. For the six drivers 
who survived the Riverside eliminations 
the importance was intensified. They 
would go to Daytona, where one race 
would determine the best of the best. 
Do not imagine for an instant that Mark 
Donohue, A.J. Foyt, Peter Revson, 
George Follmer, David Pearson and 
Bobby Unser were not serious about the 
matter at hand. But for one, Donohue, 
the race was of singular importance. It 
was his last. 

His retirement announcement at Riv- 
erside after the last Can-Am had lacked 
finality. There was no doubt we were 
losing him, but then there was still the 
final IROC race to be run and that was 
three months away. At Daytona, how- 
ever, his retirement suddenly became 
real, final. The millions who would 
watch the race on television would be 
told—more than once—that it was Mark 
Donohue’s last race. It’s unfortunate 
only a privileged few would really un- 
derstand what that meant. 

Certainly the last race in any great 
driver’s career is very important to him. 
But this race carried a special signifi- 
cance for Donohue, to which he had 
alluded only infrequently the past few 
weeks. He was, is, the most self-effacing 
of racing’s superstars. In the winner's 
circle it is common practice to mumble 
a thanks or two for a great crew and 
a car that worked flawlessly while trying 
to remember, and mention, every spon- 
sor who contributed more than a buck- 
ninety to the effort. Donohue, however, 
sincerely believes his racing successes are 
the result of having the better car. That 
his driving ability, engineering skill and 
team management expertise have made 
it the better car doesn’t seem to play; 
just the fact that it’s the better car. 

“Im not necessarily all that good,” he 
has told me. “I’ve just been fortunate 
during-my career to have had cars con- 
siderably better than everybody else's.’ 
Perhaps a few times. Not always. But 
never mind. At Daytona he would not 
have the advantage of a better piece of 
equipment. In fact, the luck of the draw 
could even put him in.a slightly inferior 
machine. It would finally be a test of 
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DONOHUES FINALE

Mark Donohue the driver, pure and 
simple. 

It was Follmer’s idea for the brightly 
painted identical Porsche Carreras to 
avoid the infield road course at the_start 
of the race and make a full lap on the 
oval. It would prevent a potential car- 
eliminating jam going into the first turn 
of the road course. When a field is only 
six cars, losing a couple early on can 
seriously detract from the excitement. 

Follmer, slipstreaming through after 
the tour of the oval, shoved the nose of 
his yellow Carrera into possession of the 
first turn of the road course and began 
hammering out a lead. Donohue, start- 
ing from the pole, had been shuffled 
back a notch or two but it was still 
nose-to-tail stuff. The race was just mo- 
ments old when Foyt, struggling with 
rather imprecise shift linkage, selected 
a gear lower than he really wanted, 
revved the engine to a point far beyond 
the endurance of the valvetrain and 
dropped out. 

Pearson found 3rd gear inoperable. 
dropped well off the pace and cruised 
on to finish a lonely 4th, two laps down. 

Meanwhile, up the field, slipstreaming 
had sorted things into a pair of two-car 
duels: Follmer-Donohue and Revson- 
Unser. Mark squeezed around Follmer 
but wasn’t able to pull away. Behind 
them Revson and-Unser were swapping 
positions every few hundred feet. On the 
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next lap Follmer put his Carrera’s nose 
snug on Donohue’s tail and went for 2nd 
gear but came up empty. He spun and 
Donohue stretched out a lead that 
cushioned him to the final flag. Follmer 
retired a few laps later with his gearbox 
in a Sad state. 

The Revson-Unser duel for 2nd went 
undecided until the last 10 feet of the 
93-mile race. Unser led coming out of 
the banking of turn 4 but Revson played 
the draft to pull alongside. The Porsches 
touched for a moment and Revson 
caromed across the line inches ahead. 
It was, by general agreement, the slickest 
one-cushion bank shot in recent motor 
racing. 

In victory circle, with world-famous 
sportscaster J. Young Stewart handling 
the Wide World mike, Donohue fought 
with an emotion-choked throat to say 
yes, he was very happy to have won his 
last race. On the victory lap a group of 
corner workers had held up a hand-let- 
tered bed sheet. It said, “Goodbye, 
Mark. We'll miss you.” 

Indeed. 


Bobby Unser Takes it 


HE CALIFORNIA -500 was one good 

automobile race. If you watched it 
on ABC television you can confirm that. 
If not, here are a few facts about it. 

The dominating factor of the 1974 
version of the event—moved to March 


10 from the established Labor Day 
weekend—was fuel. Even before the fuel 
crisis hit, USAC had decided to limit the 
amount of fuel available in an effort to 
slow the cars, and with only 285 gallons 
available the turbocharged Offys and 
Foyt/Fords had to get 1.8 mpg. That 
meant some concentrated sliderule work 
and dyno engineering. As it turned out 
all the runners more or less had a handle 
on the various methods to improve 
mileage. Most of the front runners used 
an adjustable turbocharger boost control. 

A.J. Foyt, however, seemed to have 
some kind of edge no one else had. He 
easily sat on the pole with his Coyote- 
Foyt, won one of the two 100-mi quali- 
fying races and was running away with 
the main event when a bit of fiberglass 
on the track punctured his oil tank. With 
the runaway Foyt out of the picture the 
race belonged to first one and then an- 
other, among them Johnny Rutherford, 
Al Unser, Mario Andretti, Steve Krisiloff 
and Bobby Unser. Although he was 
never in the lead, a particularly fine 
drive was turned in by Mike Hiss in the 
Eisenhour Special Eagle-Offy. Hiss was 
a last-minute replacement for Lee Bray- 
ton and had to start 33rd, but after 17 
laps he had moved up to Sth. Then 
another piece of fiberglass cut a tire and 
threw him into the wall. 

In the late stages of the race, with 16 
cars still running, it was Bobby Unser 
in Dan Gurney’s Olsonite Eagle, holding 
a slim lead over brother Al in a Vels-P_J. 
Viceroy Eagle. Bobby’s Eagle had the 
legs on Al’s version, so the younger 
Unser cranked up the boost in the final 
laps in an effort to find some horse- 
power. Under the increased boost the 
engine began to run lean, so he backed 
off a bit. But at the flag he was within 
a half-second of Bobby—and that after 
500 mi of racing. 


Clarification 


INCE THE SCCA announced the revo- 
S lutionary engine rules changes for 
the 1975 Can-Am there have been sev- 
eral unanswered questions floating 
around. The rules, you probably know 
by now, specify a maximum engine dis- 
placement for the first time in the history 
of the series: 3 liters for pure racing 
engines and 5 liters for stock-block (pro- 
duction-based) engines. There is no 
confusion about what constitutes a rac- 
ing engine, but a stock-block engine 
could be any number of things, including 
some European-made overhead-cam 
units. Now SCCA’s Technical Adminis- 
trator John Timanus has shed some light. 
As currently envisioned by the Profes- 
sional Competition Board the Can-Am 
5-liter engines will follow the pattern 
established for the F5000 series: in other 
words, good old, simple-as-apple-pie 
pushrod V-8s. 

“We want to keep the 5-liter engines 


as simple and inexpensive as possible,” >

It is easy, though, to list some of the 
awards the club made at the convention. 
Leading the list was the presentation of 
the Woolf Barnato Trophy to Mark 
Donohue “for outstanding contributions 
to the SCCA,” which means 13 years of 
participation, service and dedication to 
the organization off the race track. 

Brad Frisselle, 25, of Boulder, Colo. 
received the Kimberly Cup as the most 
improved driver during the past season. 
Frisselle thereby joins a select group of 
previous winners that includes just about 


every great and near-great American 
road racer of the past 19 years. 

The Rookie of the Year Award, spon- 
sored by Castrol Oil Inc, went to 32- 
year-old David Haines of Wichita, Kan.; 
the top professional rookie award, the 
STP Trophy, went to 27-year-old Al 
Holbert for his fine effort in the 1973 
Trans-Am. The SCCA’s top rally honor, 
the Robert V Ridges Award, went to 
Erhard Dahm and Tom Grimshaw for 
their bravery and sportsmanship in res- 
cuing fellow rally drivers from a flaming 
car during the Olympus Pro Rally Series 
event. 

For those who keep track of such 
things, Alex Keller was elected to a fifth 
term as chairman of the Board of Gov- 
ernors.

AREMONT Corp, producer of ex- 
M haust systems, brakes and Ga- 
briel shock absorbers, has 
launched an ambitious program that 
may mean the imported-car owner will 
soon be able to take his car to the local 
gasoline station for service. 

The key to the new program, called 
Worldparts, is an extensive foreign-car 
parts inventory. This inventory includes 
not only routine maintenance items such 
as oil filters, sparkplugs and points, but 
major components like engine parts, fuel 
pumps, gaskets and exhaust systems. 

All parts distributed by Worldparts are 
claimed to be of original-equipment 
quality, manufactured by either Mare- 
mont or by such original-equipment 
producers as Bosch, Girling, Lange and 
Boge. Worldparts says it is not just a 
surface program covering the most pop- 
ular makes, but.a total program offer- 
ing coverage for 92 percent of the im- 
ported cars on U.S. highways. The 
Worldparts concept consists of an exten- 
sive inventory and an efficient supply 
network, intended to allow local service 
stations and garages to repair imported 
cars with the same ease as domestic 
makes. The parts are marketed through 
the traditional automotive parts distri- 
bution channels. 

Under the Worldparts system the local 
service-station operator will be able to 
obtain an imported-car part in the same 
manner as one for a domestic car. The 
home mechanic also will be able to go 
to his local auto-parts store and purchase 
a Worldparts car part. 

Worldparts warehouses in each section 
of the country receive their inventory 
based on the imported-car registrations 
in the area by make and year. Thus if 
Opels are popular in one locale and 
Datsuns in another, the parts inventory 
for these cars is adjusted accordingly. 

In addition to supplying parts, World- 
parts offers technical information to ser- 
vice-station and garage mechanics 
through a toll-free “hot line.” Technical 
experts are standing by with assistance 
and an extensive library. of technical 
information. These experts also travel 
around the country conducting seminars 
on the repair of imported cars for the 
service station operators.

Motor Home Buses 


B itr ENERGY crunch has brought out 
old-fashioned American ingenuity in 
the motor-home industry. Certainly one 
of the most visible victims of the fuel 
shortage, it has decided to turn its gulp- 


ing highway mansions into functional 
and socially acceptable “people movers.” 
This doesn’t necessarily mean the 
motor home is relegated forever to the 
pages of transportation history. The 
manufacturers are simply trying to stay 
operative until the current storm eases. 
For instance, General Motors’ varia- 
tions on the motor-home theme include 
a portable office, an ambulance and the 
people-moving mini-buses that can be 
used in car pools or to carry travelers 
to airports. And Winnebago, one of the 
oldest manufacturers in this young in- 
dustry, has got into people movers with 
a bus designed for smaller towns that 
don’t need conventional-size buses. 
The people movers do have their 
faults, however. Transit companies may 
be reluctant to buy altered motor homes 
with life expectancies of little more than 
100,000 miles. Diesel buses sell for well

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over five times what the people movers 
cost but will operate for a million miles 
or more. Still, the industry hopes this 
diversification will tide the manufac- 
turers and their dealers over until they 
can again build their usual motor homes.

Weather- 
stripping, tire walls and windshield- 
wiper blades all resisted drying and 
cracking after applications of ArmorAll. 
Vinyl upholstery and dashboards 
gleamed—and stayed that way for weeks. 

We've also seen it applied to paint and 
leather. The short-term results were im- 
pressive; swirl marks disappeared and 
the paint took on a high, though rather 
greasy, kind of gloss. It also did espe- 
cially well at restoring color to faded 
paint. The leather seemed richer-looking 
and feeling and certainly more pliable.

Using Exten cord instead of steel cord 
in the belts of radials permits a weight 
reduction of 1-2 lb per tire, depending 
upon size, at the most critical point of 
the tire (its circumference). The com- 
pany also claims that the centrifugal 
force exerted in an Exten-belted tire is 
20 percent less than in a steel-belted tire 
and that there is less unsprung weight 
and less strain on the suspension system 
of the car—all this as a result of the 
weight reduction. 

Other advantages over steel are said 
to be less heat buildup within the tire, 
quieter running, smoother ride and im- 
proved handling characteristics. 

The Customgard GT is a 70-series tire 
with raised white lettering. It has body 
plies of polyester cord and two Exten 
belts and carries a 40,000-mi treadlife 
expectancy policy. The tire is being pro- 
duced in four sizes—FR70-14, GR70-14, 
GR70-15 and HR/70-15. Prices range 
from $75.65 to $85.20 according to size. 


Buckle Up 


N AMENDMENT to a new Road Traffic 

Bill would permit Britain’s Secretary 

of State for the Environment to intro- 
duce compulsory seatbelt fastening. 

Compulsory belting for Britons is 
backed by The Society of Motor Manu- 
facturers and Traders, the five-million- 
member Automobile Association, the 
Institute for Advanced Motorists, the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Ac- 
cidents and the British Medical Associa- 
tion. Furthermore, a 1973 SMMT survey 
of drivers found that 65 percent of them 
agreed belting should be compulsory and 
another 13 percent “partly agreed.”

If you’re an Indy skeptic, THE INDY 500 is a must-read. And if you love Indy 
like ““God’s green apples,” you’ll love the book. 
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Dino. He is invariably dressed in tasteful, well-cut sports 

clothes which include, if the sun is oppressive, a large 
Panama hat and a spotted handkerchief knotted around his 
neck. He always carries stopwatches, a thermometer (for check- 
ing the track temperature), a small notebook and a pencil, and 
he walks slowly, frequently stopping to chat with his racing 
friends—and those include everybody from the superstars to 
the most junior mechanic. Obviously he knows them well, for 
no matter what they are doing or how engrossed they are in 
conversation, they always have time to give him an affectionate 
nod as his eye catches theirs. During practice and the race he 
can be found in the Yardley-McLaren pit. There his face exudes 
severity and concentration—very different from his demeanor 
in the paddock, where he divides his time between telling long. 
involved stories and writing laborious notes for his race reports. 
But even there he has the air of someone who has seen it all 
before, of someone on whom the bickering and boycotting of 
modern Grand Prix racing have had little or no effect. 


H’ ARRIVES AT Grand Prix circuits in a pale yellow Ferrari 
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Of course, Rob Walker has seen it all before—from Nuvolari 
to Fittipaldi. And, unusual these days, he is as much absorbed 
by the sport now as when he began. For motor racing is his 
life. His history bears testimony to that: he successfully par- 
ticipated in the great circuit races, from Brooklands to Le Mans, 
in countless sprints and in hillclimbs: and he has acted as patron 
to a number of top-line drivers including World Champions 
Jochen Rindt, Jack Brabham and Graham Hill. And on top 
of this he has been one of few private entrants ever to win 
a World Championship Grand Prix—six times, in fact. 

But Rob Walker is unique in motor racing for other reasons: 
he is well-bred and at all times meticulously polite. He is the 
epitome of an English gentleman—the type of character so often 
portrayed by Wilfred Hyde White and Sir Alec Guinness in 
postwar British films. But. incongruous as it may sound, he 
fits in perfectly with the current Grand Prix circus. He loves 
the travel, the parties and the hilarious adventures, and he is 
a very good friend of Mike Hailwood—one of the more easy- 


going and flamboyant of the modern Grand Prix drivers. 
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One day, should he ever retire from active competition, it 
is hoped that Rob Walker will write a personal year-by-year 
account of his motoring career. The following, therefore, is not 
intended to be a complete record of his life but more a collection 
of scenarios as remembered by the man himself. Rob clearly 


enjoys talking about his earlier, pre-Moss days far more than 


recent history, and it is for this reason that the article is biased 
chronologically. 

The Robert Ramsay Campbell Walker story began at the 
Boulogne motor races in 1924. Rob, then seven years old and 
the great-great grandson of the original Johnnie Walker (yes, 
that one), was impressed by three things at the completion of 
the day’s racing: the main event went to a Chenard Walcker 
(no relation), the husband of the friendly woman sitting along- 
side him won the supporting race and he was taken around 
the circuit at “racing speed” in a Citroen taxi. His enthusiasm 
had been kindled. 7 

But it was not until his 10th birthday that his new enthusiasm 
was given any chance to grow. Then he was presented with 
a bull-nose Morris, and before long he was teaching himself 
to drive on the narrow road leading up to the Walker family 
home at Sutton Veny. Soon after that Rob got “the Austin 
7 habit,” as he says, bought an old Austin and converted it, 
all for a few pounds. “I underslung the springs to lower it—to 
make it more like a racing car—and then the next thing was 
to have the record for the driveway. Tradesmen had a terrible 
time as they didn’t know what was going on, and of course 
when Mother returned from church she would be horrified 
to find a car hanging on the wall or to see her front fence 
completely demolished. She was always convinced I’d kill my- 
seiL® 

When Rob turned 16, the minimum age for driving 3- 
wheelers, he bought a Morgan. “It was a very quick one, 
ex-Brooklands I think, with supposedly seven fatal accidents 
behind it. I was at school at Sherborne at the time, and whenever 
I was on the roads near there I used to disguise myself so 
as not to be recognized.” Then there was the motorcycle, which 
Rob bought for £3 ($7.50). “During the short breaks between 
lessons I would set up a ramp of drums and wooden planks 
and entertain my friends with spectacular jumps. As soon as 
the bell went, the bike had to be returned hurriedly to its hiding 
place, though.” 

The following year Rob began his competition career by 
running a supercharged Lea Francis in speed trials and sprints. 
The car was desperately unreliable, and soon his mother became 
justifiably reluctant to pay the bills. She wasn’t impressed by 
Rob's off-circuit adventures, either. “One day I unfortunately 
ran into Lady Denbeigh when she was getting into her car 
in Brook Street. She rushed up to me and claimed that she’d 
had both a shock and a fit and that she was suing me for 
£100! That was quite a lot of money in those days, and it 
didn’t go down very well either with my mother or with our 
insurance company. Besides, the accident put a hole in my 
radiator!” Finally Mrs Walker came out with an ultimatum: 
“You can have any vehicle you want as long as it isn’t a racing 
car.” 

So Rob bought a Rolls-Royce. But attractive and stately as 
this particular 2-seater appeared, it was capable of only 60 mph. 
Rob quickly looked around for something else. He found the 
answer to his problems in Paris, where he was “furthering his 
education.” 

“I saw a superb 40/50 Rolls with a brand new 2-seater body, 
full-flap windscreen and outside brake. And the bonnet 
stretched as far as I could see . . .” He shipped the car back 
to Cambridge—where he was supposed to be studying his- 
tory—and gleefully recaptured the joys of fast motoring. A fuel 
consumption of 4 mpg placed a severe restriction on. its use, 
however, and soon it too was given the suffix “ex-Rob Walker.” 

His university career at Cambridge was something else. After 
failing history and English in successive years he was given 
a final chance in a “general” degree course, a class designed 
for all the varsity cricketers and footballers—and motorists—who 


had had trouble in applying themselves academically. Rob did 
his utmost not to get a degree. “In a geography paper I re- 
member being asked what the importance of a lake was. | said 
I couldn’t really think of anything except that the world’s record 
for the longest-hit golf ball is on a frozen lake in Canada...” 
In any event, Rob set off for Le Mans just after his finals 
in 1939 and was amazed to receive a telegram after two days 
practice saying that he’d been awarded a degree. “The only 
snag then,” Rob recalls, “was having to pay £5 for the piece 
of paper. I thought that was a bit off, and it wasn’t until they 
asked me to take it for nothing several years later that I finally 
accepted it.” 

Prior to Le Mans, and while “studying” at Cambridge, Rob 
had competed at Brooklands—and not without success. He had 
acquired a 1936 3.5-liter Delahaye, a car formerly driven by 
the illustrious Prince Bira, and by placing 5-shilling bets on 
himself he had often come away with more than double his 
true prize money. The Delahaye performed creditably at Le 
Mans with Rob and lan Connell finishing 8th, beaten in class 
only by one of the works Delahayes. 

When war broke out Rob enlisted with the Fleet Air Arm; 
prior to that he had considered joining the family whisky 
business, but as his uncle—and trustee—had insisted that he 
start from the bottom, Rob had shied off. In fact he was lucky 
even to join the Fleet Air Arm. While holding a private flying 
license at Cambridge a few years previously he had “enter- 
tained” the crowd at a steeplechase meeting by jumping the 
fences in a Tiger Moth. He was disqualified for life. The Navy, 
however, was desperate and Rob duly enlisted as an ordinary 
seaman. His wartime exploits were as lurid as they were various. 
He vividly remembers flying along the coast of North Africa 
in thick fog and looking out of his cabin window to find himself 
staring down the barrels of German 20-mm guns. They were 
apparently so surprised to see a plane at such low altitude they 
forgot to open fire. Another memorable occasion was when 
Rob, sipping a bottle of gin—to this day he has never tried 
whisky—was flown into Alexandria by his relief pilot. “When 
we arrived at Alex there was a very strong wind blowing, so 
I decided that as soon as the plane had landed (it was a biplane, 
with the crew seated one behind the other) I would jump out 
and stop it from blowing over. I made two serious mistakes: 
I jumped out before it had landed and on the wrong side. 
By the time I'd rolled down the runway I was unconscious—and 
trouserless, as the tail wheel had caught in my belt buckle and 
ripped them off. I ended up in a hospital and was amazed 
to find that I had no broken bones. I was still pretty tight, 
though, and I was very fortunate that the doctor was a friend 
of mine. He wrote on his report: ‘slightly anaesthetized.’ ” 

Then there was the time Rob crashed into a brick wall while 
attempting to land on a football pitch—again in a pea-souper— 
and the day his wheel-up landing in the desert ended in a 
delicate réte-d-queue not far from the ambulance and fire- 
tenders. “They really were dreadful times,” recalls Rob. “They 
put me off flying for life. But on the other hand, when we 
were in places like Alex we really had a wonderful time. The 
restaurants were as good as you could get anywhere and the 
parties were fabulous. It was just like motor racing.” 

Rob left the Fleet Air Arm as a Lieutenant, and when the 
war ended he was sent to the Ministry of Aircraft Production 
as Admiralty Representative. Of course he lost no time in 
blowing the cobwebs off his Delahaye and restoring it to racing 


condition, although he had made a promise to his wife Betty — 


when they married to compete in no more motor races; sprints 
and hillclimbs were given dispensation, however. Thus began 
Rob's career as an entrant, and it was not long before he sold 
a half-share in the Delahaye to Guy Jason Henry. The part- 
nership worked well-for a time. Rob set numerous records at 
Brighton and other places, and Henry scored a host of 2nd 
and 3rd places as well as a few firsts. But then Rob persuaded 
Tony Rolt (“a really super driver”) to share the car at the 1949 
Le Mans 24 Hours. The pair were lying Sth when the bearings 


went shortly after midnight. “It wasn’t surprising, actually,” »—> 
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says Rob. “they hadn't been changed for 10 years.” But this 
performance led to further European exploits and the aging 
Delahaye was duly driven over to Comerge for the French 
Grand Prix. which that year was held for sports cars. With 
Rob acting as team manager, Henry was going well until half- 
distance when he was overcome by the searing heat. “It was 
a big struggle to stop myself from jumping into the car and 
finishing the race for him, but in the end I threw a few buckets 
of water over him and he finally came home 3rd or 4th because 
so many other people had retired. As it turned out, the race 
was held in incredibly dangerous conditions and Chinetti, who 
was leading, had to spin at-160 mph down the main straight 
in order to miss a woman who was pushing her pram across 
the road. | remember asking him afterward how he managed 
to keep the car in one piece and he replied. ‘Never fight it. 
Just let the car spin and you'll be all right.” ~ 

By now Rob had left his Ministry office and. with the help 
of his father’s inheritance, had bought an interest in The Garden

Corner Club on the Embankment. “It was a super place. We 
had a restaurant, bedrooms, boats on the river. two airplanes 
and a few hire cars. My side of it was to run a travel agency, 
which we called St Christopher Travelways. and we had quite 
a lot of dealings with motor racing people. But on one occasion 
we were flying Peter Whitehead down:te Modena in a brand- 
new plane when it crashed on takeoff..Péter’s mechanic broke 
his arm, our reserve pilot—a pretty redhead who had been the 
late John de Havilland’s fiancee—was killed and Bill Whetton, 
one of my partners, had nine compound fractures. That more 
or less spelled the end of us and we eventually sold out in 
about 1950. St Christopher Travel is still going, though, if 
anyone wants to buy an agency with a fairly large loss on its 
balance sheets.” 

Rob’s next venture was the buying of Pippbrook Garage in 
Dorking. He soon fitted it out as a racing shop and. with Jack 
Playford and Freddy Dixon taking care of the preparation, went 
into racing in a big way. He bought an ex-works Aston Martin 
DB2. which he entered for drivers such as George Abecassis, 
Peter Collins, Eric Thompson, Roy Salvadori and Tony Rolt, 
and before long he was delving into the world of Formula 
1, egged on by Rolt. “The choice of car was a problem. The 
late Reg Parnell knew someone in Switzerland with a 1.5-liter 
‘Tripoli’ Mercedes—which sounded nice—but the deal fell 
through. So we decided to buy a 1927 1.5-liter supercharged 
Delage. Actually I bought two of them—one from Richard 
Habersham to act as the ‘race’ car and one from Reg Parnell— 
although I didn’t let on that I was buying it as I’m sure Reg 
would have doubled the price!” It transpired that the ex-Parnell 
car had an interesting history dating back to Richard Seaman, 
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and so rather than use it for spares Rob restored it to its original 
condition. 

The Walker-Rolt team had an unfortunate first year in For- 
mula |. The Dixon-tuned straight-8 engine had an alarming 
tendency to crack its block (which was integral with the head) 
around the cylinder liners, mainly because of a very high com- 
pression ratio and a high-pressure Wade blower. The chassis, 
though, was clearly still competitive. and for the following 
season Rob commissioned Stan Joliffe (a former Connaught 
mechanic) to install an E-Type ERA engine in the car. 

The resulting hybrid, if somewhat unorthodox, was an ob- 
vious improvement. Rolt was 3rd behind Farina and Fangio 
at Goodwood and went on to score a number of minor successes 
in 1952, frequently upstaging the more modern machinery. 

But with the introduction of new Formula regulations the 
days of the Delage-ERA were quickly brought to an end. For 
in 1953 Rob bought a Formula 2 Connaught, and in the hands 
of Tony Rolt it was prodigiously successful. Painted dark blue 
and white (the colors of the St Andrew cross), the car scored 
16 wins, seven 2nds and five 3rds out of 31 starts. It retired 
only once, while splitting the Ferraris and Maseratis at the 
British Grand Prix. and Rolt crashed it twice—once while 
avoiding Wharton’s spinning BRM at Goodwood and then 
again at Castle Combe when he collided with Moss’s Coo- 
per-JAP. 

When the 2.5-liter Formula finally came of age in 1954 Rob 
updated the Connaught with an Alta engine, but (to quote Rob) 
“It was a bloody awful car.” It was successful only at Snetterton. 
but there were other lights on the horizon. Tony Rolt had by 
this time retired and Rob had chosen Peter Collins as a replace- 
ment driver. He recalls, “That was really my first view of a 
real pro. Horace Gould was a pretty dirty driver in those days. 
and after he had held Peter up for an entire race at Crystal 
Palace I remember Peter going up to him and saying, ‘If you 
do that again, I'll push you off the road.” And that’s exactly 
what happened half an hour or so later! That really opened 
my eyes to a different sort of motor racing altogether. Then 
on another occasion, when Peter Walker was driving, the Con- 
naught had a terrific dice with Roy Salvadori’s 250F Maserati 
at Snetterton. Peter eventually won, but afterward Roy claimed 
he'd been pushed off the track. Coming from Salvadori that 
was really something.” 

During the years 1951-1955 Rob worked part-time as an 
official timekeeper for Aston Martin, and one feels that if there 
were any highlights in Rob’s career, these years certainly pro- 
vided some of them. “I learned a lot from John Wyer then. 
I always remember his stopwatch-warming ritual half an hour 
before the start of Le Mans. We had to stand around with 
the watches in our pockets, and it wasn’t until this year that 
I realized that there was something in it after all; my watch 
is only completely accurate for the second half of practice. Aston 
had a super team of drivers then, and I remember an occasion 
at Sebring when John Wyer asked George Abecassis after 
dinner what he was going to do next. ‘I’m just going to go 
to bed with the Chairman’s daughter,’ he replied, at which point 
a solemn David Brown interjected from the shadows, ‘Good 
night, Abecassis.’ 

In 1955 Rob’s Connaught was driven by Reg Parnell. “He 
was the first person I ever paid a retainer to,” reflects Rob. 
“but that was only because Pippbrook was an Esso garage and 
they paid me quite a fat one too. But seriously, Reg was a 
very fine driver and very determined as well. At Crystal Palace 
he was up against Stirling’s 250F, and despite the fact that 
the Connaught was a bastard of a car to drive—it had a lot 
of torque, yet if you let the power off for one second the engine 
died completely—Reg was determined to beat Stirling. Anyway. 
he made a very bad start and it wasn’t until the first corner 
that the revs were anything like normal. But by then it was 
too late. Reg missed his braking marker and he had the most 
enormous accident. He was fortunate to have only a broken 
collarbone, because when I saw him in the ambulance he looked 
absolutely awful.”

Rob had encountered similar trouble at the Brighton Speed 
Trials a few weeks earlier. After accelerating away from the 
line in a characteristic series of fishtails, he had begun to feel 
the arcs becoming bigger and bigger until, to his acute embar- 
rassment, he spun. For some unknown reason he was then 
allowed another attempt, but this time the result was even more 
frightening. At around 140 mph, and with his run nearing an 
end. Rob found himself “pointing toward the wall.” as he puts 
it: and although he crossed the line and finished 2nd or 3rd 
in class it did nothing to alleviate his horror at finding both

rear wheels held on by just the brake calipers. 

Then came the great years. In 1956, with encouragement from 
the hospitalized Reg Parnell, Rob went out on a limb and 
bought one of the first rear-engine F2 Coopers. His driver was 
to be Tony Brooks and his mechanic, significantly, Alf Francis. 
Both came about as a result of a telephone conversation with 
Parnell. “First of all Reg told me that as Peter Collins had 
gone to Ferrari | should have Tony Brooks. I agreed. Then 
he mentioned that as Alf Francis had had a row with Stirling 
Moss, I should get hold of him as well. So I went to see Alf 
and we liked each other instantly. He was a superb mechanic, 
and in the later years I really became more of a peacemaker 
between Alf and Stirling than anything else.” 

But despite the fact that Brooks had several important wins 
that year, many people were skeptical when Rob announced 
that in 1957 he would be contesting the Monaco Grand Prix 
with a 1960-cc Cooper, suitably strengthened and driven by 
a gritty young Australian named Jack Brabham. Says Rob, “I

had been tremendously impressed with Jack the previous year, 
particularly at Syracuse when he had had some mishap on the 
way to practice and missed most of the session. He managed 
to squeeze through the Carabinieri down at the hairpin and 
from there sprinted the mile or so up to the pits in order to 
do just a few laps before the end. I thought that was real 
devotion.” 

Monaco 1957 marked a distinct turning point in Rob’s career. 
After a particularly troublesome practice. which included a 
spectacular headon plunge into the Casino, Black Jack’s Walker 
Cooper was 3rd when the fuel-pump mounting broke with eight 
laps to go. It had been the closest Rob had ever been to his 
ultimate goal. “I remember my wife saying to me after the 
race. ‘Don’t worry, darling, next year you'll do even better.’ 
She was right—we won!” For the remainder of 1957, however. 
Rob suffered heartbreak after heartbreak. “At Reims that idiot 
Horace Gould pulled off the circuit right in front of Jack, which 
caused him to have an accident. and at the Daily Express 
meeting at Silverstone I had my saddest moment ever, I think. 
Jack moved only a few yards off the grid after he had qualified 
on the front row. In fact our luck became so bad that the 
Nurburgring organizers didn’t want to pay Jack any starting 
money at all for the German GP. I remember remonstrating 
with them: ‘Look, I don’t like the Germans, I don’t like your 
country, and if you don’t pay us any money wee not going 
to race!’ They paid us in the end. of course, and Jack was 
actually lying 4th before the gearbox broke yet again. That 
was the year Fangio won, overhauling Hawthorn and Collins 
on the last lap. and I was fortunate enough to see him make 


his pit stop for fuel and tires. After waiting for a long while #»—>

with his back to the car Fangio slowly turned round, as if to 
say ‘that’s given them enough chance to get away, and to cries 
of ‘Fangio, Fangio’ he climbed back in. He then took 17 sec 
a lap off the Ferraris. After the race we drove round the track 
to retrieve the Cooper, and on every corner we noticed little 
pebbles on the road where Fangio had been nicking the curbs.” 

Rob won his first-ever Grand Epreuve at Buenos Aires in 
1958. Stirling Moss, on loan from Vanwall as their cars hadn’t 
yet been converted to Avgas, annihilated the Ferraris and 
Maseratis despite three serious handicaps: his wife Katie had 
accidentally poked a finger into his eye the night before, the 
Cooper was in gear-selection trouble and its Continental tires 
had worn through three of their five layers of canvas by the 
end of the race. It was only by Alf Francis’s blatantly obvious 
preparations for an imaginary tire change that the Ferrari 
challenge was finally overcome by 2.7 sec. 

On the crest of a wave, Rob returned to Monaco, where 
Maurice Trintignant give him his second GP win in succession. 
Reflecting on these successes, Rob’s remarks were typically 
modest. “Our success was really nothing to do with me. It was 
a combination of Alf, Stirling and all the rest. I'd just fallen 
on my feet. It was obviously tremendous, but | sort of dragged 
along in Stirling’s limelight, nothing more—except that I had 
a hell of a responsibility. I really felt the strain, particularly 
after Stirling’s accident at Spa in 1960. But in those days there 
was little glory for the team; people just expected Stirling to 
win. If he lost, it was our fault. Looking back on it, it seemed 
ridiculous that one could win Grand Prix so easily.” 

But win they did. Moss and Walker scored Lotus’s first GP 
victory at Monaco in 1960, and then came Stirling’s two famous 
wins at Monaco and the Niirburgring in 1961. But as costs 
escalated and the lot of a private entrant became increasingly 
worse during the early and mid-Sixties, further success eluded 
the team until the arrival of the late Joseph Siffert. After 4% 
years in Rob’s Brabham-Climax and Cooper-Maserati, Seppi 
won the 1968 British Grand Prix. He went on to cap the year 
with a magnificent drive in the Mexican Grand Prix, in which 
he set fastest lap and completely overshadowed the three World 
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Championship contenders. “The difference with Seppi was that 
by that time I had taken over everything. There was no AIf, 
no team manager—it was really my team. I made all the deci- 
sions, whereas in the early days I was just a figurehead, I 
suppose. The 1968 British GP was probably my greatest moment 
ever, but at Mexico City I really felt that victory had slipped 
through our hands. We were so much quicker than anybody 
else—Seppi gained yards on the corners by going over the ripple 
strips on the inside and was also very fast through the corner 
at the end of the straight. Later I found out why from Bruce 
Harre, the Firestone technician who did so much chassis tuning 
for us. Apparently Seppi’s throttle had stuck open on one 
lap and he was convinced he was going to go off. But instead 
he stayed on the road, and after that he never lifted off for 
that corner again. 

“How do I see racing today? I believe the competition is 
greater, certainly, but only because the cars are so much easier 
to drive. That’s obvious from the number of people who can 
go quickly straight out from Formula Ford and Formula 3. 
In 1970, for instance, but for his last-lap accident at Monaco 
and running out of petrol at Brands Hatch, Jack Brabham could 
have been World Champion. But in the late Fifties and early 
Sixties Stirling would always beat Jack. I feel sure that Stirling 
would have walked away with the championship if he had still 
been racing in 1970.” 

One imagines that the Rob Walker of 1974 is little changed 
from the young tearaway who placed bets on himself at Brook- 
lands in the mid-Thirties. Despite the energy crisis and all the 
doubts surrounding it, he is eagerly looking forward to the 
coming season, to being associated with a new car and a new 
team. It is nice to know that there will be a place in the sport 
for people like Rob, but somehow it seems an injustice that 
he should have to live with the money wrangles and political 
squabbles that are so much a part of modern racing. Whether 
it’s writing for Road & Track, the social life, the responsibility 
or maybe even the sheer pleasure of watching motor racing 
that keeps him at it, Rob Walker clearly plans to remain in- 
volved with the sport for a long time to come.

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Tires & Cornering 


I have read that a tire resists side force 
better if leaned inward into the corner. 
However, I have never seen any graphs 
or information on this or any indication 
of where it might be found. Is there any 
truth to this proposition?

The phenomenon in question here is 
called camber thrust. A typical road tire 
does develop this when it is leaned inward 
at the top (in the direction of the corner); 
added to the tire’s primary cornering ad- 
hesion this camber thrust gives slightly 
greater overall cornering force. There’s no 
clearcut optimum for the camber angle, 
however. Camber thrust increases with 
increasing tilt, but the tilting also begins 
to decrease the amount of tread area on 
the road when it gets past a certain point;

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therefore its advantage begins to be offset. 
At what point this happens depends very 
much on the construction and profile of 
the tire. A radial with rounded shoulders, 
for instance, can maintain a full contact 
patch with the road up to a relatively large 
camber angle, whereas a stiff bias tire 
(particularly a racing tire) with squared 
shoulders begins to pick up tread from 
the ground at a small camber angle. 

For many years most American cars 
have been set up to give positive camber 
at the outer front wheel—just the opposite 
of what would help a tire develop camber 
thrust. The reason was to promote under- 
steer (decrease adhesion at the front), and 
you've seen its results in many cornering 
photos of such cars. Some enthusiasts like 
to modify their front suspensions to give 
negative camber in the static suspension 
position, which thus either reduces the 
positive camber in cornering or changes

it to the more desirable (for best cornering 
power) negative camber. Doing this, how- 
ever, entails a serious compromise, for if 
tires are strongly cambered in their normal 
riding position you're likely to get an 
abnormal wear pattern on them. 

One of the most popular modifications 
is to “decamber” swing-axle rear suspen- 
sion, as on older VWs and all Triumph 
Spitfires. Here the object is the same but 
at the opposite end of the car: to get away 
from the positive camber and move toward 
zero or negative camber in cornering; by 
so doing one can usually increase adhesion 
at the rear and thus reduce the oversteer 
that is often characteristic of such suspen- 
sion. Again the same compromise applies, 
and most readers will have seen severely 
decambered rear wheels on these cars. Odd 
tire wear is an almost sure result. 

In any case, a wise caution is not to 
carry decambering any farther than nec- 
essary to get the outside wheels (the 
important ones for cornering power) to 
stay upright when the chassis rolls in a 
corner. This is the maximum used on 
racing cars these days, and for a road car 
it usually gives the best results with the 
fewest undesirable side effects.

drag racing and rallying. I’m installing | 
a cam and headers, reworking the car- 
buretor and distributor curve and also 
increasing the compression ratio. Can 
you suggest the proper plugs to use?

Generally it is necessary to use a colder 
sparkplug (faster heat dissipation) when 
modifying an engine for increased power 
output. Determination of the proper heat 
range under such circumstances is largely 
a matter of trial and error, unless you have 
access to some of the sophisticated labo- 

ratory instrumentation used by AC and 
Champion. If the modification is minor, 
one heat range colder or perhaps even the 
same heat range will suffice. But since 
using too hot a plug can cause damaging 
preignition, we suggest being on the safe>

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side and experimenting with a plug several 
heat ranges colder than the one used be- 
fore modification. Then if early fouling 
occurs, indicating too cold a plug, one in 
the next hotter range should be tried. If 
early fouling persists, indicating this plug 
is also too cold, the next hotter one should 
be used until you find the heat range that 
best suits your particular circumstances. 

A-common misconception exists that 
quarter-mile drag racing constitutes severe 
operation and requires a colder plug. The 
period of time at wide-open throttle is so 
short, however, that unless drastic engine 
modifications have been made, the orig- 
inal-equipment plug should work for this 
sort of work. It’s sustained high-load 
operation that will get you into trouble 
with too-hot plugs. 


Cracked Headlights 


Does a higher-amperage circuit 
breaker have to be installed when 
changing from factory high-beam lamps 
to Cibie halogen replacements? I re- 
cently installed a set in my Porsche 914, 
but one unit burned out the same night 
and the other three nights later. Both 
units cracked. I think they were tight- 
ened down unevenly and road vibrations 
cracked them. The Cibie representative 
gave me replacements, but before I in- 
stall these new ones could you shed any 
light on my problems?

A higher-rated circuit breaker would 
not reduce the chances of headlight fail- 
ure. The fact that the headlights them- 
selves failed has no relationship to cir- 
cuit-breaker capacity. Your problem ap- 
pears to be a result of incorrect installa- 
tion, possibly related to the retracting 
feature of the Porsche headlights. 


Solid vs Hydraulic Lifters 


What is a clearance ramp on a solid- 
lifter camshaft and why aren’t hydraulic 
camshafts so equipped?

Solid-lifter cams have a clearance gap 
to eliminate any possibility of the valve’s 
not seating. High engine speed and wide 
throttle openings cause the valves to get 
hot (especially the exhausts) and expand.

If the valves don’t seat fully under these 
conditions, they burn out in a few minutes. 
The ramps are designed to give a slow 
rate of lift at the opening and closing point 
on the lift curve. This serves two pur- 
poses: it helps quiet the mechanism when 
the parts are relatively cool and the clear- 
ance is large; and it reduces the impact 
or hammering forces which, if allowed, 
would cause premature failure of the valve 
gear. 

Cams designed for use with hydraulic 
lifters also have ramps, but the ramp du- 
ration is much shorter and the effective 
lift range is less. The check valve in the 
lifter and compression of oil (and air) 
inside the lifter give a delayed-action effect 
similar to that of the ramp with a me- 
chanical lifter. In other words, tappet 
clearance is zero but the “leakage” insures 
positive seating and full compensation for 
changes in the valve stem or pushrod 
length. 


Metric Wrench Substitutes 


If you own an import built to metric 
specifications you've probably experienced 
the frustration of being without the right 
metric wrench at the wrong time. Our 
Book Division Editor, Ed Reading, had 
this happen to him once too often and 
decided to do something about it. So he 
compiled the following list of common 
metric nut and bolt sizes and the U.S. 
inch-size wrenches that can be used in 
place of the proper metric tool in an emer- 
gency. This is obviously not on the recom- 
mended practice lists of Porsche, Mer- 
cedes or Fiat mechanics, but until the U.S. 
completes an inevitable switch to the met- 
ric system it’s a handly little chart to keep 
in your glove or tool box. It just might 
save you a long walk some day.
